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THE HOUSE LAUGHS AT HIM 


MI, KELLEY WANTS THE MILLS 
BIEL DROPPED. 

PROPOSES THAT BOTH SIDES AWAIT 
THE PEOPLE’S VERDICT—THE DEMO- 
CRATS SAY A VOTE MUST BE TAKEN. 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—Mr. William D. 
Kelley made a funny proposition in the 
House to-day. He gravely proposed to 
postpone further consideration of the Tanff 
bill until the next session of Congress, with 
the understanding that the House should 
then stand by the decision of the people at 
the November election. The President’s 
messuge and the Mills bill, Mr. Kelley 
said, had been approved by the St. 
Louis Convention and condemned by 
the Chicago Convention. The action of the 


Democrats in pushing the bill forward had 
aiso been cominended at St. Louis, and the 
opposition of the Republicans had been in- 
dorsed at Chicago. Here was a fair, direct 
issue between the two great parties. Mr. 
Kelley proposed to drop the matter for the 
present and see what the people had to say 
about it in November. He proposed that if 
the bill was approved by the people the 
Republicans should withdraw all opposition 
to it next Winter, but if it was con- 
demned by the people, then the Dem- 
ocrats should not bring it up again. 
This, he pointed out, would leave the 
question of the Treasury surplus to be dealt 
with, and he suggested that the Democrats 
should meet it by permitting a repeal of the 
entire internal revenne tax on tobacco. It 
seemed to Mr. Kelley that his proposition 
would get the whole matter nicely out of 
the way for the present, and could. also 
enable the Representatives to go home some 
time before the end of September. Mr. Kel- 
yey’s idea was so amusing to the Democrats 
that they greeted it with roars of laughter, 
which led the Pennsylvania protectionist 
to declare that he was speaking only for 
himself and not for his party. a remark 
which Mr. Reed heartily indorsed. 

Chairman Mills of the Ways and Means 
Committee expressed his astonishment that 
such a proposition should be made by the 
minority to the majority of the House. The 
majority was responsible to the country for 
the Administration of the Government, and 
it had been instructed to go ahead with the 
bill. Its plain duty, Mr. Mills thought, was 
to press the bill in season and out, until the 
unnecessary and unjust taxes on the neces- 
saries of life were cut down and the Treas- 
ury relieved of its surplus. As an offset to 
Mr. Kelley’s proposal Mr. Mills suggested 
that 1f Mr. Kelley was right he ought to 
welcome a chance to put the Democrats on 
record for the Tariff bill, and be therefore 
proposed that an immediate end should be 
put to the unnecessary talk which was de- 
laying the tinal vote and an early day 
agreed upon for that vote. 

Mr. Reed promptly put his foot down on 
Mr. Mills’s suggestion. He declared that 
the Republicans wanted the bill to have 
proper and deliberate consideration, and 
they proposed to have sucha discussion of a 
measure which was an attack upon the in- 
dustries of the United States.” The Repub- 
lican Party, Mr. Reed added, had taken the 
ground that the protective system was val- 
uable in itself, and it would stand and con- 
quer on that ground. 

Mr. Breckinridge of Kentucky gave the 

tepublicans to understand that the Demo- 
erats would have a vote on the Tariff bill if 
it took until March, and then he proposed 
that all hands agree to take the vote 10 
days lence. 

Mr. Springer tried to offer a formal reso- 
lution providing for a fixed time for voting 
on the tariff measure, but it required unan- 
imous consent, and Mr. Kelley objected. 

Finally, Mr. Mills moved to go inte:Com- 
inittee of the Whole to take up the Tariff 
bill, and this. being agreed to Mr. Kelley’s 
remarkable proposal dropped out of sight. 
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The members of the Democratic National 
Committee and of the Notification Com- 
mittee went to Grasslands, the country 


home of Secretary Whitney, this afternoon, 
where a pleasant time was spent in enjoy- 
isent of the Secretary’s hospitality. At 6 
vw'clock the Notification Committee, sevy- 
eral members of the National Com- 
yaittee, Congressman Wilkins of Ohio, 
and a few others left the city in a 
special train over the Pennsylvania Rail- 
read for Columbus to inform Judge 
‘Thurman of his nomination as the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the Vice-Presidency. 
Chairman Barnum is hard at work selecting 
persons for service op the various commit- 
tees to be appointed by him, but the list 
will not -be completed before to-morrow 
afternoon, if then. 


Postmaster-General Dickinson to-day or- 
dered. the removal of 20 Post Oftice In- 
spectors in various parts of the country, to 

' take effect June 30. This was made neces- 
sary, by the reduced appropriation for this 
service for the fiscal year beginning July 1. 
About 10 others will be removed.

A CONSPIRACY EXPOSED. 
ee 
THE CANADIAN SUIT AGAINST J. 
AYER & CO. DISMISSED. 

OrTawa, June 27.—Chief-Justice Ritchie 
this morning delivered judgment in the famous 
case, involving nearly $400,000, of the Crown 
against Messrs, J. C. Ayer & Co. of Lowell, 
Mass., dismissing the action, with costs, and 
granting an order for the restoration of the 
goods, valued at $79,000, soized in the hands of 
the firm’s agents throughout Canada three years 
the Chief-Justice intimated, 
Was a huge conspiracy, organized -by Customs 
Officers O’ Hara and Brosseau of Montreal, along 
with Underhill, a dismissed omploysee of the 


Ayer Company. The evidence taken before 
Chief-Justice Kitchio in Montreal showed that 
for the last 20 years the firm of Ayer & Co, had 
their preparations partially prepared in Lowell 
and forwarded to 8t. John, New-Brunswick, 
where they were labeled and bottled. Many of 
the ingredients of the complete preparation had 
to be purchased in Canada. 

In 1883 a representation was made to the 
Ayers that they were not paying tue proper 
amount of duty. They were paying up to that 
time a duty of 50 per cent. on the liquids im- 
ported and a duty of 25 per cent. ad valorem on 
certain articles, but in that year it was stipu- 
lated by the customs authorities that they 
should pay an additional duty of $1 90 per gal- 
lon upon the rum or spirits that entered into 
the composition of the preparations. The Ayers 
contended that according to the Custems act of 
1883 tbe Government could not impoae both 
duties, as it Was distinctly laid down that when 
two import duties were applicable only the high- 
est should be eharged. ‘this was the origin of 
the dispute between the Ayers and customs of- 
ficials. Negotiations went on for some time. 
Both sides got exasperated. Finally, in 1885 
extensive seizures of the Ayers’ preparations 
were made at various points on the ground of 
fraudulent entry. 

The Chief-Justice, in rendering judgment, said 
the Ayers had always acted openly and above 
board, The revenue laws, the Chief-Justica 
said, should be given a fair construction, and 
business men would be placed in jeopardy if the 
regulations were carried out as in the present 
instance. The Judge expressed the opinion that 
the scheme was concocted by O’Hara and Bros- 
seau, the two Montreal customs officers, and 
Underhill, against a firm whose honesty had been 
beyond question for 21 years. The conduct of 
Ofticer Brosseau in traflicing in money to be re- 
ceived in future was disgraceful. ‘The Chief- 
Justice, summing up, said the Crown bad failed 
to prove the charges, and he would accordingly 
dismiss the action, with costs; also granting an 
order for the restoration of the confiscated 
goods, amounting in value to $79,000. 

Mr. R. D. MeGibbon of Montreal, one of the 
counsel for Ayer & Co., says the firm will make 
a claim against the Government for damages 
probably reaching into the millions.

HARVARD STILL OBJECTS. 
NO RACE UNLESS THE COURSE IS

NEw-LONDON, Conn., June 27.—Whether 
or not the flags on the course marked out for the 
’Varsity race were changed so as to give Yale 
an advantage in the coming race may be open 
to question, but the Harvards, through Mr. 
Watson of the Governing Committee, have evi- 
dently determined not to row as the course is 


now laid out. Watson came to New-London this 
morning with a map of the course in his poeket 
ready to argue the question with any Yale man 
in authority. He elaimed that under the arti- 
cles of agreement Yale must accept the terms 
offerea by Harvard or there would be no race. 
He was ready to arbitrate the matter or change 
the course, but up to a late hour had seen no 
one authorized to act for the men from New- 
Haven. 

The Harvard men evidently fear that Bob 
Cook knows a little more about the Thames and 
its currents, its shoals and ita evil places than 
auy inaew from their university, and are, there- 
fore, somewhat chary about accepting a course 
laid out uuder bis eye.

Since the will was probated the energetic Scoteh- 
men in this city have been perfecting plans for 
carrying out the wishes of the deceased. Mr. 
Charler Caverly, the sculptor, has wrought a 


statuein bronze of the bard, and a‘ block of 
grapite from Scotland for the plinth has been 
imported. The base is to be of Quincy granite. 
The foundation for the statue has been finished, 
and on Saturday the cornerstone will be laid 
with Masonic ceremonies.

ANOTHER ROYAL PAGEANT 


KING WILLIAM OPENS 
PKUSSIAN LANDTAG. 
THE SAME POMP AND CEREMONY AS IN 
THE REICHSTAG—THE YOUNG KING’S 
SPEECH FROM HIS THRONE. 

BERLIN, June 27.—The opening of the’ 
Landtag to-day was accompanied by an impos- 
ing ceremonial similar to that observed when 
the Reichstag met. The White Hall of the old 
castle was again the scene of the ceremonies. 
The King entered the hall, followed by the royal 
Princes. The Queen and the Princesses occu- 
pied a dais to the right of the throne. The mem- 
bers of the two houses of the Landtag were 
stationed opposite the throne, the members of 
the upper house on the right and those of the 
lower house on theleft side. As soon as the 
King arrived the President of the upper house 
proposed cheers for him, and they were given 
with enthusiasm. The King did not remove his 
helmet while reading his sneech. VYne chief 
passages of the adaress were loudly applauded. 
When he had finished the King extended his 
hand to Prince Bismarck, who, bowing low, 
kissed it. After bowing tothe assembly the 
King left the hall amid enthusiastic cheering. 
The King’s speech was as follows: 

* This isa time of sorrew. I welcome you for 
the first time from this place. Only fora few 
months did the sceptre restin the hand of my 
departed father. Nevertheless, his reign was 
long enough for the fatherland to recognize 
what arulerit has lost. His personal dignity 
and nobility of mind, the glorious parthe played 


in the great destinies of the fatherland, and the 
heroic and Christian resignation with which 
he fought his mertal malady have made 
his memory imperishable in the hearts of 
the people. I received numberiess proofs of 
faithful remembrance and loving sympathy at 
# time so serrowful for me. LIexpressed to all 
who approached me with words of comfort my 
kingly thanks. When, through my tather’s 
death, my ancestors’ crown descended to me, 
I felt it necessary at the beginning of my reign 
to assemble you about me without delay to take 
betore you the oath to the constitution, which I 
swear to keep firm and inviolable, and I swear 
to rule lawfully and truly, as God may help me. 

* William I, during a glorious reign filled with 
deeds of war and peace, created the Prussia of 
to-day and made our people’s yearning for na- 
tional unity a reality. My father, actuated by 
the same piety, and whose example inapires me, 
continued the same policy. Willlam’s works 
in public proclamations constituted his political 
legacy. am resolved to follow himin this 
path in governing Prussia and also as regards 
the imperial policy. Like William I,I will 
faithfully and conscientiously observe the laws 
and respect the rights of the people. 
At the same time I will maintain and exercise 
the constitutional rights of the crown, and will 
transmit them unimpaired to my successor. [ 
am far from aiming to enlarge the prerogatives 
of the crown, thereby disturbing confidence in 
the stability of the legal conditions under which 
we are governed. The leval status of my rights, 
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so long as it rewains undisputed, is 
sufficient to afford to the life of the State 
the measure of monarchical influence 
which Prussia requires in pursuance 


of her historical development. From the man- 
perin which Prussia was constituted, from her 
present position in the empire, and in view of 
the sentiments anc habits of our people, I be- 
lieve that our Constitution distributes the co- 
operation of forces in the life of the Stateina 
wise and beneficent manner. Because of this 
belief, as well as on account of my oath, I shall 
guard and protect the Constitution. 

‘Following my ancestors’ examples I shall 
consider it my duty to extend to all religions my 
kingly protection in the free exercise of their 
forms of worship. [I am especially satisfied 
with the recent ecclesiastical legisiation, which 
has shaped the relations between the State and 
the Catholic Church and its spiritual bead in a 
manner acceptable to both parties. 1 shall en- 
deavor to preserve the ecclesiastical peace 
of the country. "fhe prineipal points in 
the reform of the - internal. administration 
accomplished at the lastsession of the Dand- 
tag and the practical working of the new legis- 
lation prove thatthe idea of self-government 
coutrolled. by honorary functionaries has taken 
full possession of the popuinr mind. Suitable 
personal forces readily advanced and placed 
themselves at the service of the Commonwealth. 
Tintend firmly to uphold this valuable result, 
and to further develop and strengthen the new 
institutions and contribute to their permanent 
and successful working. I shali adhere to the 
traditions of the Prussian financial administra- 
tion.” 

The King expressed sympathy with the suffer- 
ers by the recent floods in Prussia, and said 
the Government was relieving them and work- 
ing to prevent a recurrence of the disaster. He 
thanked all those persons at home and abread 
who assisted in alleviating the distreas. He 
said he hoped to promote the prosperity of the 
country by common labors based on mutual 
confidence, Which would not be jeopardized by 
radical differences ot views on fundamental 
questions. He said he asanmed office at a 
mInomentous time, but that he approached his 
task confidently, inspired with a sense of duty. 
In conclusion he quoted the words of Frederick 
the Great: “The King is the first servant of the 
State.’ 

The addresses of the upper and lower houses 
of the Landtag in reply to the speech from the 
throne, after expressions of grief at the death 
of Emperor Frederick, consist for the most part 
of paraphrases of Emperor Williain’s speech. 
Gratitude is expressed for the promises made 
by the Emperor, and assurances are given of a 
faithful and unflinching support of the crown, 
both in bright and in gloomy days. 

Herr Wedell-Piesdorf is mentioned as likely to 
be appointed Minister of the Royal Household. 
His political views are similar to those of Herr 
von Puttkamer. 

The municipal authorities of Berlin were re- 
eeived by the Emperor to-day in the marble 
hall of the Castle. Herr Forckenbeck read an 
address. The Emperor thanked him for the ex- 
pressions of loyalty. He said that as a native 
of Berlin he had followed attentively the de- 
velopments and improvements made in the 
municipal institutions, Berlin had only recently 
become one of the leading cities of the world, 
but henceforth it would holditsown. In con- 
cluding he declared that besides schools and 
hospitals, the restoration of piaces of worship 
ought to be part of tne duties of the Municipal 
Government, 

It is reported that the municipal authorities, 
some of whom hold very liberal views on reliz- 
fous matters, were received in a frigid manner 
by the Emperor, and that his Majesty concluded 
his remarks to them by saying: ** Make it yeur 
business to see that more churehes are built in 
Berlin.” 

The Dowager Empress Victoria to-day re- 
ceived the President and Vice-Presidents of the 
Reichstag, who presented her with an address 
of condolence on aecount. of the death of Em- 
peror Frederick. The Empress in her reply to 
the address thanked them for their sympathy. 
The President and Vice-Presidents afterward 
waited upon the Emperor and presented him 
with the reply of the Reichstag to the speech 
from the throne. The Emperor thanked them 
for the unanimity with which the reply had 
been voted, and asked them to convey his thanks 
to the Reichstag, His Majesty recalled the 

assage of the Army bill by the Reichstag on 

eb. 6, and said that decision had a most cheer- 
ing effect upon his grandfather and himself. 
He attended the sittingof the Reichstag in per- 
son, and was the first to announce the vote to 
his grandfather, and after receiving the news 
embraced and kissed him. His Majesty said he 
would never forget that day. The audience was 
hero brought to a close. 

The Emporor’s speech to the Diet to-day is 
favorably commented upon. Even the Liberals 
are unable to find fault with it. 

It is stated that the Czar sent a lengthy letter 
to Emperor William expressing thorough friena- 
ship for Germany and sorrow for the loss sus- 
tained in the death of Emperor Frederick. It is 
said that Gen. Pape will carry to the Czar Em- 

peror William’s reply, written in Russian, ia 
which the Emperor promises to-follo w his grang- 
father’s advice respesting friendship for Russia.: 


VIENNA, June 27.—The Iremdenblatt con- 
firms the statement that Emperor William will 
visit the Czar at St. Petersburg in the first fort- 
night in July, and that he will afterward visit 
Emperor Francis Joseph.

tective Parker «of Providence was sent 
here to assist in the search, as he 
was personally acquainted with the ab- 
sconding teller. When” no trace of the 


defaulter could be found in this city Inspeetor 
Byrnes sent Detective Parker to Montreal, 
where Pitcher was arrested. Meanwhile Pitcher 
had sent to a number of banks and private 
banking concerns im this city checks, many of 
them certified, which they were to collect aud re- 
mitto him by draft to London. The announce- 
ment of his flight reached this city in time to 
prevent the paymentof any of thesechecks. The 
banks and bankers to whom these checks had 
been sent were authorized by the Providence 
bank to turn the paper over to Inspector 
Byrnes, and under this authority $80,000 in 
checks was collected by Detectives Golden and 
Gerichten. Ou Tuesday morning Inspector 
Byrnes reesived trustworthy informaiion that 
Piteher was in Montreal, and he at once 
telegraphed the fact to the President of 
the Union Bank of Providence. The latter 
doupted the correctness of the information, but 
the arrest of Pitcher in Montreal on Tuesday 
evening showed that the Inspector’s information 
was correct. Itissaid that although Pitcher 
fled with $532,000 in checks and securities, the 
loss of the bank will not exceed $10,000. 

In the course of conversation Pitcher deelared 
that he would hold the remainder of the $500,- 
000 paper for a compromise and. that he would 
insist upon being given $150,000 as his share. 
Mr. E. Rawlings of the Guarantee Company of 
North America, who holds a fidelity bond of 
$5,000 on Pitcher, was ob agrored in court this

1HE EXILED JOHN KEENAN’S 
PLAINTIVE WAIL. 

SOME INTERESTING STATEMENTS CON- 

CERNING THE AWARD OF THE BIG 

AQUEDUCT CONTRACTS. 

Judge Van Hoesen, in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, yesterday morning was the recipient 
of more interesting information about the con- 
tracts of building the new aqueduct than has 
been | elicited by four Legislatures and half a 
dozen hotly-contested lawsuits, which have beeu 
in wvxistence since the first aqueduct law was 
passed, 

When Judge Van Hoesen took his seat upon 
the vench he was astonished to see Col. George 
Bliss sitting at one table and ex-Attorney- 
General Leslie W. Russell and Chauntey S. 
Truax sitting at another. Col. Bliss said that 
he had an important motion to make. ‘“ I ap- 
pear here, your Honor, in behalf of John Kee- 
nan, toask for the dissolution of the copart- 
nership which has long existed between him 
and Heman Clark, for the appointment of a 

Receiver, and for the ordering of an accounting 
to us by Mr. Clark of the profits coming to us.” 

**Wrat Jobn Keenan do you mean, Col. Bliss?” 
said Judge Van Hoesen. ** Not the gentleman 
in Montreal !” 


“The very same, your Honor. My client re- 
sides for the present in Montreal, and he labors 


under the unpleasant disadvantage of being 
under indictment tor his alleged complicity in 
the Broadway Katlroad boodle business with the 
Board of Aldermen. But that does not prevent 
him from enjoying the protection of this court 
or from having his rights enforced by it. [I have 
his affidavit bere which bretly tells the story of 
his relations with Mr. Clark, and I will, with 
your Honor’s permission, explain the matter to 
you, 

Col. Bl said that when the aqueduct eon- 
tracts wer6é in contemplation in 1484, Keenan, 
who was then in the Zenith of his power, went 
to Mr. Clark, of whom he had heard favorable 
reports on account of hissuccess as a contractor 
onthe Pacitie railroads, and told him that be 
thought that he would bea gvod man to build 
the new aqueduct. Mr. Clark eoineidea with 
Mr. Keenav. * Well,” said the latter, **I am to 
have the absolute control of all the contracts 
for the aqueduct. I will give them to you and 
we will divide the profits between us.”” Like ull 
great propositions this was great in ita sim- 
plicity, and Mr. Clark understood itin all its 
length and breadth and depth at onee. Without 
any delay, Keenan says, @ written agreement 
embodying Keenan’s ideas was execut 4, and 
Mr. Claurk-returned to the great West. In afew 
months he was again in New-York. Keenan 
Rays that he went to him and said: “ [have been 
disappointed about getting control of those con- 
tracts. They will have to go to the loweat bid- 
der.” Mr. Clark’s disappointment, according to 
Mr. Keenan, was fully as acute as his own, and 
they discussed the gloomy situation with great 
earnestness. Mr. Clark tore up his copy ot their 
agreement, and Keenan promised to tear up his 
as soon as he should get home. 

At last Keenan’s great intellect ran agalnst a 
great idea, and be would doubtless have ex- 
claimed *‘ Eureka!” if he bad had the slightest 
idea of its meaning. Said Keenan to Clark: 
“Maurice B. Fiynu is the man who has the 
‘big pull’ now. He and John O’Brien and 
Joho H. Mooney, John Kelly’s friend, are asso- 
ciated together and will get the contracts. There 
is no uss in your fighting them. It1s much bet- 
ter te be in with them. I will introduce you to 
Flynn.”’ Nosooner said than done. Flynn in- 
troduced Clark tu O’Brien, and the result was 
the fauious copartnership ef O’Brien & Clark, 

**Do you claim that Keenan is a member of 
this firm?” asked Judge Vau Hoesen. 

‘**No, your Honor. The original partners of 
O'Brien & Clark were O’Brien, Clark, Flynn, 
and Mooney. We have nothing to do with that 
tirm. Itis Mr. Clark that we are dealing with.” 
Mr. Bliss explained to Judge Van Hoegen that 
Mr. Clark was naturally very grateful to Mr. 
Keenan for getting him into such a good thing, 
and that he made an agreement with him by 
which ne was to receive one-half of the protits 
arising from the contracts for'the construction 
of sections A and Bor the aqueduct, These sec- 
tions were awarded by the Aqueduct Commis- 
sioners to Mr. Clark alone. ‘Che awards were 
made Dee. 13,1884. Mr. Clark's bid for A was 
$1,051,540, and for B, $1,096,065. Each bid 
was the lowest, but Keenan saya that the protits 
were great, and that notwithstanding the so.iemn 
agreement made between him and Mr. Ciark, he 
has never received w cent of them. He does not 
believe .he -will, unless the court compels Mr. 
Clark to pay him. since that gentleman bas in- 
variably turned a deaf ear tohis urgent requests 
for ** bwodle.”’ 

Measrs. Kussel] and Truax did not say much 
in reply to Col. Bliss. They contented them- 
selves with reading the atlidavits ot Messrs. 
Clark, Flynua, and O’Brien, denying all of Kee- 
nan's allegations, and laughing them to Bcorn, 
as it were. They were going to read the afilida- 
vit of Clark, but Col. Bliss objected on technic- 
al grounds, and then he wished he hadn't. 
Messrs. Russell and Truax wanted to kuowif 
Keenan had made affidavit to that yarn about 
the second copartnership in regard to sections 
A and B. Col. Bliss was torced to admit that 
he had not. Messrs. Russell and Truax object- 
ed to the court’s paying any attention to the 
yarn. Col. Bliss suid that he would: have to 
send to Montreal and have his client make a 
new aflidavit, and Judge Van Hoesen said that 
he should have plenty of time given to him tor 
tHat purpose. 

It was not only in regard to affidavits that 
Col. Bliss felt the inconvenience of having a eli- 
ent who resides in Moutreal. Mr. Russell toid 
Judge Van Hoesen that he should object to the 
court paying any attention to an application 
Jor equitable relief inade by such a manu as John 
Keenan. ‘“ Why,” suid Mr. Ruasell, “ he has fled 
the realin to eseape the just punishment of his 
crimes. Heisan outiaw. He has no standing 
in court, and can have none, until he comes back 
and faces the charges which the people have 
made against him. No court of justice wiil listen 
fur & MulMent to the complaints of such a man 
against areputable citizen who abides in the 
country and meets all his responsibilities and 
duties without flinching.”

THE SWATARA WAITING TO CONVEY 
HIM TO NONQUITT. 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—Gen. Sheridan’s 
physicians announced last night that their pa- 
tient would possibly leave Washington to-mor- 
row for his cottage at Nonquitt, Mass. It was 
intended, however, that the departure should 
take place this afternoon, and the United States 
steamer Swatara reached here from Norfolk at 
noon prepared to carry the General away this 
afternoun. Acchilly rain setin, and it was not 
thought wise to remove the General in such in- 
clement weather. No disposition to give in- 
formation is shown at Gen. Sheridan’s residence, 
but it is understood thatif the weather permits 
he will be carried to the steamer early to-mor- 
row morning and the vessel will sail about 10 


o'clock, the tide at that time making it safe to 
navigate the rather tortuous channel near the 
city. 

Preparations for the patient’s reception on 
board the Swatara are complete, and wagon 
loads of sick-room furniture bave been placed 
on the vessel this evening. unks of oxygen 
form uw part of the baygage for use 1m case of any 
emergency during the voyage. Gen. Sheridan 
is stilla very weak man,and ‘his doctors are 
convinced that he must get into a cooler climate 
if he is to recover. The General never gets sea- 
sick, and 1t is confidently expected that the long 
voyuge to Nonquitt will do him good. He will 
be accompanied by Mrs. Sheridan, his brother, 
Micbael, two of the doctors, and nurses. The 
ohildren will make the journey by rail, and will 
be on hand to welcome their father when he 
reaches his destination. This will probably not 
be until Saturday, ani perhaps not be- 
fore Sunday. The Swatara is a slow steamer, 
and it is not intended to try to make fast time. 
One of Gen. Sheridan’s aides has already gone 
to Nonquitt to oversee the preparations for his 
arrivai there.

TRAIN ROBBERS 


A BOLD ATTEMPT TO THROW A GEN- 
TLEMAN FROM A TRAIN. 

CuicaGco, June 27.—A bold attempt to 
throw a passenger from a train for the purpose 
of robbing, if not killing, him was perpetrated 
last night almost within the very walis of the 
main station of the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern Railroad in this vity.

The seuffling wasnoticed 
by some of the passengers in the car, who 
rushed to the gentieman’s assistance. ‘iiwo of 
the fellows jumped off the car, and the third was 
knocked of by blows from a passenger’s cane. 
‘Lhe trio e8caped In the wilderness of cars aud 
— houses that line the main track on either 
slae,

NEW-YORK PROHIBITIONISTS 
READY FOR WORK, 
A TENT CAMPAIGN URGED IN 
COUNTIES OF THE STATE—W. 
TIN JONES FOR GOVERNOR. 
SyracusE, N. Y., June 27.—The State 
Prohibition Convention to-day adopted a plat- 
form and nominated a State ticket, adjourned, 
and went home. As yesterday the convention 
opened with a prayer meeting. Tho Committee 
on Platform made this report: 


Recognizing God as the Supreme Ruler of men- 

and the source of all just authority in government, 
we, the Prohibitionists of New-York, through our 
representatives, in convention assembled, do sub- 
mit the following declarations: 
_ First—The tratlic in alecholic beverages produces 
Misery. pauperism. want, wretchodness, taxation, 
ruin, crime, and death. it neither becets wealth 
nor conserves human affairs. It is a foe tothe 
home, a menace to the church, and a growing peril 
to the State, and its total prohibition is demanded by 
every interest of political economy, of moral rela- 
tioaship, and of social lite. 

Second—The total prohibition of this traffic can 
be secured only through the policy which outlaws 
the traflic and refuses it all legal recognition by the 
policy of license in any form for any price. 

Third—The policy of prohibition can be applied 
to this traffic only through some political agency or 
source, and can be applied with success only through 
such torce or agency us favors the policy. ‘There- : 
fore, a Prohibition Party is imperative that the Bu 
principle may have anembodiment aud that the 
policy may be sustained through the administration 
of the law. 

Fourth—While there is and must bea national 
policy of any kind concerning the liquor traflic, @ ¥ 
national party is and must be necessary to estab. ae 
lish and maintaina national policy of prehibition, 
aud we reatiirm our ullégiavce to the National Pro- 
hibition Party. We. ratify with hearty enthusiasm 
the nominees of that party for President and Vice. 
President of the United States, and we call upon all 
parties to indorse this nomination at the polls. 4 

Fifth—The organization of the liquor men _ for 
the svowed purpose of defying the law anil their 
repeated assertions that prohibition laws cannot be 
enforced, demonstrates that the liquor traffic is dis 
loyal of character, revolutionary in its method 
and of treasonable intent, and any political parts 
that allies itself with or does not condemn gaid 
traffic becomes either an active participact im or 
a@ silent indorser of the disloyalty and treason by it 
shown. é Ret 

Thus declaring ourselves upon the supreme issue 
which this party was organized to meet, and which 
it exists to decide, and believing this to be the domi- 
nant question on which good citizens should now 
agree; upon all other questions, we adopt and 
indorse the utterances of our uational prohibitiog 
plattorm put forth at Indianapolis, aise our State 
platform of 1887, and invite the faithful co-opera- 
lion of the voters of this State. 


The report was adopted as a whole after sev- 
eral futile efforts at amendment. One delegate 
wanted an explicit recognition of Christianity 
in the platform. The Rev. Mr. Mead of Hor- 
nellsville epposed this proposition. The plat- 
form recognized God asthe Supreme Ruler, he 
said, and that was enough for all practical pur- 
poses. In speaking as he did about the matter 
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he had in mind one influential Hebrew who was “ 
with the Prohibitionists heart and soul, but who a 
would surely be repelled by any formal recog- a 
nition of Christianity in the platform. “;

wise. 

Mr. Mead reported for the Committee on Fi- 
nance and immediately began hustling for. sub- 
scriptions, which ina short timerolledup to 
$6,143, to be used for the good of the cause. 

Chairman Jones called the convention to order 
in the afternoon at 2:30 o'clock. After prayer 


by the Rev. J. Barton French of Cambridge the 
Silver Lake Quartet sang a new song. “'The G. 
O. P. and Its Aunty,” and then what Basso Pro- 
fundo Mead called “a tender littig Inilaby,” 
entitied ‘** Who Killed Dat Snake?” This mes- 
sage was read from the Michigan Probibiten 
Convention, in session in Detroit: 

“The Michigan Prohibitionist Convention, 800 
strong, unite with you to pulverize the Aroerican 
saloon, to preserve the Christian Sabbath, te wipe 
out sectional hate, and to supplant the dead issues 
of the past with those of the living present.’ 


These resolutions were submitted to the con- 
vention as supplementary to the platform, and 
their adoption was recommended by the com- 
mittee: 


Since the object and aim of the Prohibition Party : 
are in line with the spirit and trend of the Scripture Br 
teaching, therefore : 

Resolved, That we affectionately urge upon the 
clergy the privilege and duty of teaching from their 
pulpits the principles of prohibition. 

Resolved, That this convention recommends the 
use of the tent campaign in every county in the 
Siate wherever practicable, and that the “tate 
Committee assiat counties that shall introduce the 
use of the tent from funds that shall be contributed 
for campaign purposes. 

Resolved, That, the Prohibition Party of New- 
York heartily ms dak the system of medal con- 
tests, and thanking W. Jennings Demorest for his 
generous offor of medals, we recommend that county 
and town committees take advantage of tho system 
to create prohibition sentiment and recruit Prohibi- 
tion voters. 

Whereas, Some controversy bas arisen because of 
the invitation extended to the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union to send two delegates from each 
county union to this convention; to avoid sach con- 
troversy hereafter; therefore 

kesolved, That we recommend the election by our 
county organizations of two women at least as dele- 
gates from each county. 

Resolved, That the organization of uniforméd Pro- 
hibition campaign clubs, embracing both senior and 
junior Prohibitionists, be encouraged by us as being 
practical and efiicient aids to the inciease of our 
numbers and the successfui accomplishment of the 
work which lies before us. 

Resoived, That we approve the organization of 
the Prohibition Army of the Blue andjthe Gray, and 
heartily indorse their purpose and work. 

Resolved, That steps be taken, by this convention 
to secure a more perfect system of local temper- 
ance literature for the information of the masses. 

Recognizing the importance in every campaign of 
Strongly occupying strategic points, we recommend 
to the attention of the State Committee a vigorous 
tent work at Saratoga Springs, the cosmopolitan 
Summer resort, 

Resolved, That the vete of the representative of 
our Government at the Kerlin Congress against per- 
mitting liqner to be taken into the Congo Valley 
was a mere mockery, while tho Government he 
represented permits the citizens to do what he 
voted should not be done; that the interests of le- 
gitimate trade and industry as well as the claims of 
morality and good guvernmwent demand that the ex- 
portation of intoxicating beverages to any and 
every mission field be preveuterd by law. 

The resolution recommending the election of 
two women in each county as delegates to all 
future State Conventions was passed with a few 
dissenting votes. Ali the other resolutions were 
adopted unanimously. 

The roll eall of counties was then proceeded 
with for the nomination for Governor.g Speechea 
were limited to five minutes. The Rev. A. J. 
Church of Albany County in a vigorous speech 
presented tie name of Bensou J. Lossing, 
the historian of Dover Plains, Dutchess 
County. The nomination was received 
with great applause. Henry 3. Hudson 
of Brooklyn nomihated W. Jounings 
Demorest of New-York amid tremendous ap- 

ylause. Chemung seconded the nomination of 
3enson J. Lossing. George T. Powell, for 14 
years President of the Columbia County Farm- 
ers’ Club, was next nominated. Mr. Powell 
witharew in favor of Benson J. Lossing. A. 
E. Seymour of Cortland presented the name 
of W. Martin Jones of Rochester. Delaware 
seconded the nomination of W. J. Demorent. 
Edwin os" Ide of Kings seconded 
the nomination of Benson J. Lossing,

G. M. Miller, a promi- 
nent Kuight ef Labor of Schenectady made 
a strong speech in favor of Lossing. Yates sec- 
onded Demorest’s nomination. 

An informal ballot gave this result: Demorest, 
898; Lossing, 389; Jones, 249; Humphreys, 26. 
Humphreys withdrew on the second pailot, 
which resulted as follows: Demorest, 178; 
Lossing, 466; Jones, 417. The convention 
stampeded for Jones before the third ballot was 
completed, and his nomination was made unani-

THE MICHIGAN PROHIBITIONISTs. 
A FULL STATE TICKET NAMED AND 
LOCAL OPTION DENOUNCED. 

Derroir, Mich., June 27.—The Prohibi- 
tion State Convention reassembled this morning 
and spent the first hour and more in listening to 
peeches, quartet singing, and other camp-meet- 
ing performances. Prof. Samuel Dickie, in the 
employ of the National Committees, was on hand 
and entertained the audience with ove of his racy 
speeches. He paid his respects to the Republican 
temperance resolutions, declaring that the Na- 
tional Beer Brewers’ Association was in the 
habit of passing more forceful temperance rules 
each year. Looking at the New-York 7ribure 
plaming itself upon the grandfather of Harrison 
and the wealth ef Morton, it occurred to him 
that the battle cry of the Republican Party 
should be ‘“‘Pocketbook and Pedigree.” While 


the pbleody shirt waved over the Re- 
publican ranks, while the red ban- 
dana symbolised the Democratic Party, the 
pure white rose should be the badge 
of Prehibition. The Republican Party was cry- 
ing for a free ballot for the Southern negroes. 
The negroes had ne free baliot, but if the Repub- 
lican Party were in power to-day it could not 
help them. When the Prohibition Party took a 
strong foothold in the South, when the white 
vote ofthe South was divided, and the black 
vote was divided, then the black man would 
have a free ballot. In addition toa free ballot, 
the third party would bring a settlement of the 
tariff question, and a settling also of the monop- 
elies fostered by the Republicans and permitted 
by the Democrats. 

The work of raising funds was next tackled, 
and pledges in aid of the campaign funds were 
received aggregating nearly $5,000. The plat- 
form committee was finally announced and pre- 
aented ita report. It indorsed the National Pro- 
hibition Party candidates and prineiples, as set 
forth at Indianapolis; declared that ‘all money, 
whether gold, silver, er paper, should be issued 
and its volume eon'rolled by the National Gevern- 
ment;”’ invited the werkingmen to better their 
condition by joining the Prohibitionists and 
abolishing their worst enemy, the saloon; in- 
dorsed woman suffrage and “demanded the re- 
visien of the tariff laws so as to reduce the rev- 
enue of the Government to meet its expenses, 
economisally administered, while at the same 
time aifording reasonable protection to Ameri- 
oan labor and American industries, and with a 
view to cheapening the necessaries of life in 
preference to the luxuries.” 

The convention then struck agnag. The com- 
mittee reported a plank strongly condemning 
local option. This aroused a good deal of oppo- 
sition between those who thought local option 
a dead issue, and others who thought that local 
option should not be unqualifiedly condemned. 
It was eventually referred baek to the commit- 
tee, who reported again this afternoon, and an- 
other long debate followed. It was finally 
adopted as follows: 

“Local option is a pollov of moral blindness and po- 
tical procrastination. With equal indifference it 
votes ape ip be! up or votes it down. In principle 
it is the old doctrine of popular seventies, and as 
it then meant slave sovereignty, 80 now it means 
ultimate liquor sovereignty. .And we hereby de- 
slare our opposition tothe enactment of such laws 
by the Legislature as the policy of the State, al- 
though wherever such laws exist we indorse all 
effoits to secure closing ths open  grog- 
shop thereunder, at the same time well 
knowing that the result will be unsatisfactory. 
We especially condemn the courses of the last Legis- 
jature in enacting such a law in the face of the 
strong prohibition sentiment indicated by the vote 
of the people upon the amendment, and we hold the 
party in power responsible for the great loss of 
time, energy, aud money incurred in the futile ef- 
fort to close the open saloon in 38 counties of this 
State under the unconstitutional local option law.’’ 

The nemination for Governor was then taken 
up andthe Hon. A. B. Cheney of Kent County 
and the Rev. John Russell of Macomb County 
were putin nomination. The former won by a 
vote of 520 to 240, the delegates present being 
authorized to cast the full vete of their districts. 
Mr. Russell took the floor in response to many 
cries. He thankéad the convention for 
their cheers and his friends for their 
votes, thanked Heaven for escaping from 
the nomination, and moved that Mr. 
Cheney’s nomination be made unanimous, 
which was done. The remainder of the tieket 
was nominated by acclamation, and is as fol- 
lows: For Lieutenant-Governer, Stewart B. 
Wiliams of Saginaw; Secretary of State, Peter 
MOH axe! of Lapeer; tTreasurer, Aifred Wise 
of Lansing; Anditor-General, D. A. Waterman 
of Detroit; Commissioner of the State Land 
Office, G. P. Waring of Lenawee; Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Samuel Clute of Ionia; Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, Prof. J. Montgomery of 
Kalamazoo; Member of the State Board of Ed- 
ucation, William Heardt of Tuscola. 

Mr. Cheney was a soldier in the war of the 
rebellion, has bees a member of the Legislature, 
and is a prominent fruit grower and basiness 
man of his section. The ticket will probably 
pollthe average Prohibition vote of the State. 
it will hardly do more.

THE THIRD DAY OF THE COMMENCE- 
MENT EXEROISES. 

BRUNSWICK, Me, June 27.—The third 
day of the Commencement at Bowdoin College 
was clear and cool. At 9 o'clock the graduating 
exercises of the Maine Medical School were held 
in Memerial Hall. The Hon. W. H. Clifford of 
Portland delivered the address, which was a 
brilliant one. At3o’clock the Alumni Associa- 
tion met in Memerial Hall, when the Hon. 
Orville D. Baker, Attorney-General, de- 
livered the oration. In olosing he said: 


‘‘Two centuries passed after Chaucer before 
another great name was given to English let- 
ters, and yet by and by Shakespeare fellowed. 
Learn patience, then, from nature, who never is 
in haste. Think not ever that the best has been. 
Presently, from the deep places ot the sea, one 
more royal than Shakespeare will swing past 
ou, thunderous, and far up the shore will 
ae lonely gauntlet, the wonder of coming 
me. 

The Board of Overseers mot at 2 o’elock. The 
committees on a proposition to amend the 
charter of the college reported. This proposi- 
tion was to give Alumni a more direct interest 
in the affairs of the college by such change in 
the constitution as would secure the direct par- 
ticipation in the election of the members of the 
Board of Overseers. In 1887 the present com- 
mittee was appointed to consider the matter, 
Mesers, George E. B. Jackson, Cyrus Woodman, 
and Jotham B. Sewall being the members. The 
commiftee thinks’ that the result aimed at 
will not Leite the board in adoptin 
the plan proposed, which looks to the amend- 
ment of the charter by the concurrent aetion of 
the Legislatures of aine and Massachusetts 
and the aeceptance of such amendments by the 
corporations eonstituting Bowdoin College, and 
thinks it will not only be unwise te encourage in 
any form tampering with the college’s char- 
tered privileges, but that such legislation as is 
proposed would be illegal, and tbat even if this 
constitutional difficulty could in any way 
be otten over the school is not pre- 
pare to have its chartered privi- 
leges again placed at the mercy of 
the Legislatures. Thetecommittee also says that 
the Alumni are already fully represented in the 
board, as, of the present membership of 42,38 are 
graduates of the college, and only one is a grad- 
uate of any other college, also fully one-third 
of the present board were eleeted upon the 
nominatien of the Alumni. Inclosing it sug- 
gests that, oupetseting the respect shown tothe 
wishes of the Alumni by the board in selecting 
from their nominees candidates for one-half of 
any vacancies that may ocourin the Board of 
Overseers, there should be some rules adopted 
by the Alumni Association, by which such nomi- 
nations shall be so made as to voice the actual 
wishes of the Alumni, aad uot be the peault of a 
hasty canvass and seleetion by the few grad- 
uates who may conveniently meet together at 
Commencement. There seems to be no reason, 
the committee says, why absent Alumni should 
not be permitted to participate in such nom- 
ination in some mode such as is successful- 
ly practiced at other colleges. This, however, is 
am matter solely fer the consideration of the 
Alumni Association; itis not within the control 
of the committee. 

The board voted that the report be accepted 
and approved and the committee be discharged.

A STORM OF WIND AND RAIN. 


LIVES LOST AND GREAT DAMAGE TO 
PROPERTY CAUSED. 
SAVANNAH, Ga., June 27.—A severe 


storm raged in Southwest Georgia to-day, in 


which several houses were blown down and a 
number of dwellings twisted about and ruined 
by the fury of the storm. Fences were laid flat 
on the ground, and cornfields looked as 
though a heavy roller had passed over them. 
Negro cabins were blown all to pieces, and 
the occupants were left unprotected from the 
drenching rain that fell for half an hour. In 
one of these a family of eight or ten had taken 
refuge, when all at once the house was blown 
from over them, leaving the entire crowd 


standing unhurt amid the débris. A colored 
woman was kiiled by a falling treein an old field 
at the Ardock settlement near Darien. She was 
at work inthe field when thesquall came up 
and started with her husband to their house, 
when the tree blew down on the woman. The 
mak cut the tree otf, but when be got his wife 
oui sie wasdead. In Early County ne-r'y all the 
fencing was blowndown. Atthe neyro chureh 
on Col. Slaton’sa place the wind seemed to be the 
hardest. A negro woman was struck by a flying 
rail and seriously hurt. A negro girl was 
picked up and carried several yards. A horse 
was blown off hid feet, and a wagon that was 
standing near the church was blown 40 yards 
down hill. From here the storm traveled down 
Dry Creek, doing damage for some distance 
along its route. 


Mositz, Ala., June 2/.—A rainstorm yes- 
terday and last night, lasting in all 36 hours 
and at times approaching a deluge, was the 
heaviest rainfall ever recorded here. During 
the time mentioned rain fell to the depth of 
10.78 inches.

FRUIT AUCTIONS A SUCCHSS. 


SHIPPERS AND BUYERS DISPENSE WITH 
MIDDLEMEN. 

CuicaGgo, June 27.—7 » west end of the 
Northwestern Railroad freight station just 
north ef the river and west of State-street 
bridge is divided from the great freight room 
by a very hizh, fleree-looking picket fence. In 
one corner ef the inclosure a couple of hundred 
chairs are arranged after the style of a theatre 
parquet. While the audience from South Water- 
street and elsewhere is being seated a company 
ef roustabonuts pile up boxes row on row and 
tier after tier like ramparts all about it. The 
little inclosure has a pleasant smell, and each 


gentleman before taking his seat goes in and 
out among the rows of boxes, makes a few notes 
on @ printed programme, and then the mu- 
sic begins. It is not} an orchestra, but an 
auctioneer that filla the place with noise. In 
just 20 minutes three carloads of choice Califor- 
hia fruit are disposed of under the hammer. It 
may be said here that the unreserved auction 
sale of California fruit is a success. The venture 
is less than a week oid asyet, On Monday 7 cars 
arrived, Tuesday 38, to-day 8, Thursday 3 will 
come, and on Friday 4, in all 20 carloads for five 
days. The fruit includes pears in 40-pound 
boxes, peaches, piums, apricots, and prunes in 
20-pound boxes, and cherries in 10-pound boxes. 
The scheme in brief is this: What is known as 
the Fruit Growers’ Union of California pur- 
ehases extensively from the orchard men. By 
thus uniting they ship in large quantities, and 
by sending 10 carloads ata time from the Pacific 
coast they get special shipping rates. 

There are other advantages. The auction 
sales are attended by the jobbers and small 
dealers in lots of 20 bexes or more. By buying 
at the auction sale they comein direct contact 
with the Growers’ Union, and no middlemen or 
commission men have protits out of the deal. 
The fruit train reaches Chisago at 6:30 A. M.; 
the auction sale is at10A.M. The gale lasts 
perhaps 30 minutes, and buyers must not only 
pay cash, but remove fruit before 12 o’clock 
the same day. Large printed programmes are 
distributed in abundance, giving the fuil con- 
tents of the car on the way and the exact hour 
of sale. Besides the local dealers and jobbers 
there are bidders present who buy and reship 
to Canadian points and country places. This 
scheme has been worked with partial success in 
Boston and New-York. The plan is no longer 
an experimenthere. It is called a suceess by 


the shippers, and buyers flock eagerly to the 
auctiens. 


THEY BREAK THE WINDOWS. 


A REIGN OF TERROR ON UPPER THIRD~ 
AVENUE, 


The storekeepers along the Harlem end of 
Third-avenue have been in great tribulation for 


‘nearly six weeks, owing to the number of their 


windows whieh have been broken by a gang of 
miscreants as yet undiscovered, The break- 
ing of the windows is a _ portion 
of the illegal tactics empleyed to coerce 
the storekeepers into closing their 


laces of business at 7 o’clock inthe evening. 

os Ee of campaign has been to smash the 
windows by hurling stones from passing ele- 
vated railroad trains, and it is miraculous that 
the pedestrians on the street have escaped in- 
jury. Within the past six weeks no less than 20 
plate glass windows in the stores occupied by 
dry goods dealers and others who have refused 
to elose them at the demand of the early clos- 
ing associations, have been smashed. Capt. 
Westervelt and Detective Price have been pay- 
ing attention to the outrages, and private wateh- 
men have been hired, but without result. 

To prevent the attack from the passing trains 
the storekeepers have kept their awnings down 
during the night, and then the miscreants en- 
gaged in this nefarious business resumed their 
attacks from the street. On Tuesday evening a 
procession, headed by a band of music, passed 
through upper Third-avenue, followed by a 
gz! crowd. Asthe crowd passed the store 
of Klingenstein & Kaufman, 2,096 Third-ave- 
nue, &@ paving stone was thrown from out 
of the crowd and crashed through a large 
plate window. The person who threw the 
stone escaped. The procession passed along up 
the avenue, and when opposite the millinery 
store of M. Chase, 2,235, one of the windows of 
the store was smashed by a stone hurled out of 
the centre of the crowd. The fellow who threw 
the stone was not arrested. Mr. Klingenstein 
called op Supt. Murray at Police Headquarters 
yesterday and reported the facts. The Superin- 
tendent promised to give the matter proper at- 
tention. 

The loss occasioned by the broken windows 
falls upon the insurance companies, and they 
have hired detectives to endeavor to discover 
the perpetrators of the outrages.

DISCUSSING THE “SOO” CUT. 

The statement in THe Trmxs of yesterday 
that the ‘‘Soo” line had made a sweeping re- 
duction in freight rates created a commotion in 
railroad circles. James Smith of the Transcon- 
tinental Association regarded the cut‘as more 
of an advertising dodge on the part of the “‘S0o0” 
people than otherwise. He said: “This route 


has just been opened up to the public, andj it is 
but natural that they should endeavor to get 
into the good graces of the Minnesota people, 
thereby insuring them their freight business. I 
do not regard this reduction in the light of an 
open defiance of the other roads centring 
at those points, and think that trans- 
continental business had nothing to do with it. 
If any effert should be made to furnish a low 
freight rate to California or Oregon by taking 
advantage of the low rates offered by this route, 
the Transcontinental Association would very 
Teadily put an end to it. The treight rate to 
these points is, taking the first-class rate as a 
basis, $4 per 100 pounds by all other routes 
than the Canadian Pacific, which are allowed a 
differential ef 40 cents, making their rate 
$3 60, and there is little or no danger of these 
Tates being cut.” 

A representative of the “Soo” line said: 
‘“*The prime reason for our latest cut is that 
the Chicago lines, while not openly cutting the 
rates on spot lots, have cut the rates very much 
below the tariff, and it is the intention of the 
‘Soo’ line to meet these secret cuta and under- 
billings and to hold the business at equal rates. 
We do not cut the rates, but simply meet the 
cuts made by other lines.” 

On Broadway yesterday opinions were divid- 
ed in regard to this cut, some agents holding 
thatit was simply an advertising dodge, while 
others believed it was an open defiance to other 
lines. In any event no one seemed inclined to 
meet the * Seo’s” rates. In Wall-street it was 
the talk of the day, and, while the bears tried to 
force the matter by claiming it was the first 
outbreak of an already upset condition of 
railroad affairs, the bulis pooh-poohed at the 
idea of its having any significance further than 
to cause a temporary excitement. 


Sr. Paut, Minn., June 27.—Officers of the 
“800” Road say there is a misunderstanding in 
New-York concerning the rates to Boston, 
whieh were reduced to-day. The new rates, as 
compared with those heretofore in foree, are as 
tollows: 
third, 64; fourth, 46; fifth, 36; sixth, 29. New 
rates—First, 60; second, 50; third, 40; fourth, 
30; fifth, 24; sixth, 20. As stated by the agent 
of the “Soo” line inthis city, these rates are 
eee from Boston only, and the rates from 

ew-York will remain unehanged. The re- 
duction of rates to the above figures is under- 
stood to be nade by the ‘Soo” line to meet the 
lake and rail competition by other routes, and, 
as the same rate will probably not be quoted b 
other lines, the ‘‘Soo” will undouptedly get all 
the business they can take care of this season. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA’S. CUT MET. 

CuicaGo, June 27.—The rumor that the 
Pennsylvania Road had cut the rate on pro- 
visions to cerrespond with the reductions on 
live stock was fully verified today. A meeting 
of the East-bound Freight Committee was held 
at the office of Chairman Shaw, and the 
representative of the Pennsylvania openly 
admitted that his company bad put into 
effect a rate of 25 cents per 100 pounas 
on provisions from Chicago to seaboard 


points. This is a reduction of 5 cents, maintain- 
ing the unlformity of the rate on provisions and 
live stock in carloads. The other lines repre- 
sented at the meeting agreed to meet this cut, 
dating the change in their tariffs from yesterday 
in order to give their patrons the full measure 
of the benefits enjoyed by those of the Pennsyl- 
vania. After the meeting adjourned the officers 
of the Vanderbilt roads held a conference, the 
outcome of which was a determination to make 
the dressed-beef rate from Chicago te Boston 40 
cents per 100 pounds, 

The same rate has already been put into effect 
to New-York but it was not intended at first to 
apply it to Boston business. The Chicago and 
Grand Trunk has surprised everybody by its 
passive policy in declining to meet the cuts in 
rates. Now that its competitors are carrying 
dressed beef at a rate 5 cents below its differ- 
ential it can hardly hope to hold its patronage 
unless the terms of its agrement with the com- 
bination Chicago shippers are such as 
to insure its protection during such 
a state of things as now exists. It 
is given {fout, however, that the Grand Trunk 
will show its hand to-morrow. The Chicago and 
Atlantic has not yet reduced its live-stock rate 
below the tweaty-five-cent basis, nor has it met 
the cut in the provision rate. It will no doubt 
offer as low rates as any other line on ail classes 
of freight, but its astion ——_ upon instruc- 
tions from the New-York office of the company, 
which do not so far appear to have reached Chi- 
eago. Affairs are now in such asvate thata 
general freight war seems pretty sure to come, 

Those who hold to the opinion that no serious 
results will follow the present outbreak, base 
their belief upon theabsence of new competitors 
in the field, the probability of good harvests, 
and natural disinclination of managers to start 
such another war as lately raged west of Oni- 
cago. But the lengths to which the rival roads 
have already proceeded in their scramble to ob- 
tain what business there is is a fairly sure indi- 
eation that the fights will be a bitter one. 


DECREASED NET EARNINGS. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 27.—Frank Thom- 
son was to-day elected First Vice-President of 
the Pennsylvania Rallroad Company at a meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors. His duties will 
be considerably enlarged, and he will atthe 
same time eontinus at the head of the trans- 
portation department and the passenger and 
freight departments, which have been under his 
charge since 1882, when he succeeded A. J. 


Cassatt. Joseph N. Du Barry was elected Sec- 
ond Vice-President and John P. Green Third 
Vice-President. These gentlemen, besides con- 
tinuing in their present lines of duty, will have 
supervision—the former ever the treasury de- 
partment and the latter over the accounting de- 
partment. 

The statement of the business of all lines of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company east of 
Pittsburg and Erie for May, 1888, as com- 
pared with the same month in 18387, shows: 
An increase in gross earnings of $162,719; an 
increase in expenses of $290,526; a decrease in 
net earnings of $127,807. The five months of 
1888 as compared with the same period of 1887 
show: An increase in gross earnings of $1,318,- 
433; an increase in expenses of $1,420,- 
937; a decrease in net earnings of $101,704. 
All lines west of Somme | and Erie for the 
five months of 1888 show a deficiency in meet- 
ing all liabilities of $89,888, being a loss, com- 
pared with the same period of 1887, of 
$344,336. 

The statement of the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Railroad and Coal and Iron Companies for 
May, 1888, as compared with the same month 
in 1887, shows an increase in gross earnings of 
$448,834; an increase in expenses of $488,058; 
adecrease in net earnings of $39,224. The 
statement forthe six months ending May 31, 
1888, as compared with the same periodin 
1887, shows a decrease in gross earnings of 
$2,063,625; a decrease in expenses of $532,- 
660; a decrease in net earnings of $1,530,965. 


WAITING UPON THE CONFERENCE. 


CuicaGco, June 27.—The General Man- 
agers of the lines in the Western and North- 
western Froight Association met to-day te con- 
sider the rate situation in their territory. The 
subject was thoroughly canvassed, both in re- 
spect to St. Paul rates and the new lowa dis- 
tance tariff, but no definite actien could be 
taken by the meeting. Acommittee of officials, in- 


cluding President Marvin Hughitt of the Chicago 
and Northwestern, E. P. Ripley, Tratlic Manager 
of the Chieago, Burlington aad Quincy, and 
several others, was in conference with the Iowa 
Commissioners at Des Moines, and nothing 
could be done until the result of the conference 
was known. At the same time no permanent 
rates on business between Chicago and St. Paul 
ean be established until it is finally settled what 
the Iowa rates are to be, as if is necessary that 
the two tariffs should correspend. 

It is evident from this that the managers have 
not entirely given up the hope that still further 
concessions may be obtained from the Commis: 
sioners. and they are maintaining a discreet 
silence until the last effort in that direction has 
failed. When the meeting adjourned it was to 
convene Saturday, when the result of the Des 
Moines conference will be known.

STRATEGY IN RAILROADING. 


FIGURES THAT INSPIRE INGENUITY, 
WHICH INVITES A NEW SCHEDULE. 
The tariff of the Harlem Railroad is not 

without peculiarities. It perhaps gives the peo- 

pie of Melrose more reason tobe elusive than 
any other aleng the route. The schedule the 
company issues for popular use puts the dis- 
tance of Melrose at five miles from the Grard 

Central Station, and that of- Morrisania at six. 

This is inexact, but the fare is 10 cents to each. 

According to the sehedule, Harlem and Mott 


Haven are both four miles from the station, 
and the fare is 6 cents to eaeh. Even were the 
distances accurate, they would only show that 
for the first four miles the riders pay 1145 cents 
& mile, while for the fifth they pay 4 cents. 

ar eps pip there must be a special reason 
for se high a rate as 4 cents for the alleged mile 
between Mott Haven and Melrose. There is a 
tradition that in establishing itself the Harlem 
Road had to secure privileges at Mott Haven 
from Mott, the iron folunder, and that a con- 
dition was thatit should never exact a higher 
fare to that piace than to Hariem, meaning 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth-street. This 
should suffice to explain the excessive tariff. 
Melrose is doing double duty. It pays for itself 
ana for Mott Haven, too. 

As populations grow dense, wits are prone to 
sharpen. Some of the daily riders have long 
been “getting even” by buying to Mott Haven 
and continuing to Melrose. This has been done 
to some extent on every train that stops at both 
Piaces. It is the easier te doit on the heavior 
trains. Its starting time (6:15 P. M.) makes 
No. 75 the heaviest. It was believed that it 
would completely baiile the “short riders” by 
making this train run threugh to Melrose. Last 
Monday it began so to run, but stil] the con- 
ductor is not supremely happy. The safeguards 
in his behalf would seemample. No ticket for 
any pointsouth of Melrose has any chance to pass 
through the doors at the Grand Central Station 
when it is the turn of train No. 75. The ‘short 
rider” is alwaysailert. Immediately ahead of No. 
75 is No. 35, which leaves at 6:05 under the new 
schedule, It stops at neither Mott Haven nor 
Melrose, but it halts at Harlem. The Melrose 
fiend buys a Harlem ticket for the Mott Haven 
price, has it duly punctured by the doorkeeper, 
and gayly waltzes through. He waits for the 
6:15 train, satisfied that, can he escape recogni- 
tion by the conductor until tickets are taken up, 
either his Harlem credentials will escape scru- 
tiny in the hurry of collection, or it will not pay 
to atop the train to put him off. His ehie? risk 
1s that, seen not to board the 6:05, he may be 
asked, while standing onthe station platform, to 
show his ticket; but this mishap presupposes that 
officials, already busy enough in handling trains, 
are hankering for extra labor. The boys have 
this week had the conductor of 75 all *‘ broken 
up. 

By the new arrangement the residents of 
Mott Haven lose the convenient 6:15 train, as 
well as the 5:45, which no longer stops at that 
place. But these losses are in a measure com- 

ensated for by the novelty, recently introduced 

o the dismay of the “shorts” to Melrose, of two 
trains that do not go beyond Mott Haven. They 
are Nos. 71 and 77, starting at 5:32 and 6:20. 
Thus Mott Haven has a net gain of two trains 
between 4:50 and 6:20 P. M., 

The new sehedule gives Melrose the unwonted 
luxury of an express in the morning, the 8:22 
from there making no stopsouth. The tariff 
south Is extremely provocative of ingenuity, 
and riders have for years been buying to Mor- 
risania or Melrose and chancing the remainder 
of the voyage. To illustrate, school children 
have a keen perception of equities, Ths sched- 
ule puts Harlem exactly half way  be- 
tween the Grand Central and Fordham. 
The fare is 6 cents to Harlem, but to 
Fordham it is 15. This is 9 cents for 
the upper half geing north, although the ontire 
15 isa mere fraction below the average rate 
along the whole route. From Fordham to Har- 
lem, however, the fare is 12 cents, or four-fifths 
of the whole for merely the upper haif going 
south. Itis the same from Harlem to Fordham, 
or double the charge for the same distance be- 
tween the Grand Central and Harlem. These 
rates are duplicated more or less accurately at 
the stations in between. They do not agree 
with the children’s ‘lessons in proportion, and 
eonsequently the lads have for many years been 
figuring all day long in school upon the best 
methods to equalize things.

DELAWARE’S PEAOH OROP. 


A PLENTIFUL SUPPLY OF THE FRUIT 
IS ESTIMATED. 

LAUREL, Del., June 27.—Having run the 
gantiet of frosts, rose bugs, hailstones, and the 
“June drop,” the peach crop of the Delaware- 
Maryland peninsula can safely be eonsidered a 
big one. Whether it will amount in round aum- 
bers te the highest estimate made upon it, 
11,000,000 baskets, or will fall below the most 
conservative approximation of 3,000,000 bas- 
kets, it will be a big crop measuredin dollars and 
cents. If it will reaeh the highest figures, as a 
natural result of the laws of supply and demand, 
it will be the poor man’s elephant, and growers 
will be unable to realize a profitonit. A crop 
of 2,000,000 to 5,000,000 baskets, which now 
seems assured, oan find ready sale at remunera- 
tive prices. 


There are at present on the peninsula probably 


2,500,000 peach trees in bearing. The centrs of 
the peach belt is at Wyoming, in Kent County, 
Del. The belt extends to Middletown, in New- 
Castile County, Del., on the north, and to Salls- 
bury, in Maryland, on the south. In breadth it 
reaches from the Delaware Bay to the Chesa- 
peake. Ten years ago the centre of the belt 
was at Middletown, but for some unexplained 
cause the belt shrinks in the north and expands 
toward the south. Accomac and Northampton, 
the two Virginia counties that form the south- 
ern end of this funnel-shaped peninsula, have 
never grown peaches and do not yet belong to 
the fruit belt. 

A. N. Brown, manager of the Fruit and Prod- 
uce Exchange of Baltimore, says that the 
Peach crop would exceed 5,000,000 baskets 
from this peninsula, and that, with the crop 
from the Chesapeake Bay and its tributaries on 
the west, the grand total will reach 7,000,000 
baskets. The Delaware Fruit Exchange esti- 
mates the crop from the peninsula at 5,000,000 
to 6,000,000 baskets. Col. W. P. Barnard, 
Seeretary of the State Board of Agriculture, 
says that although the trees are not 
full of fruit, all varieties have as fair 
a proportion of fruits as they can mature, 
Varieties that have been shy bearers in former 
years will yield beautifully this year. This is 
particularly the case with the yellow varieties, 
such as Glory’s Hold On, Susquehanna, and 
the Magnum Bonum. 

Peaches can be bought throuch the Exchange 
at Wyoming this year for 25 cents a basket. 
Entire orchards are now being offered to specu- 
lators at these figures, The old plan of consign- 
ing peaches to “commission merchants is no 
longer in use. Nearly all are sold after rigid 
inspection and grading to cash purehasers, who 
deal through the Fruit Exchange.

THE 


ITS PRINCIPAL PROVISIONS AS 


BY THE HOUSE. 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—The House to-day 
passed the Public Land bill. The first section classi- 
fies allofthe public lands as agricultural, timber, 
mineral, desert, and reserved. Section 2 authorizes 
mineral lands to be disposed of under existing law. 
Section 3 allows every United States citizen or pér- 
son who has declared his intention to become a citi- 
zen to enter 160 acres of iron or coal iands ata 
price of $10 per acre. Sections 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, and 9 re- 
late to timber lands. They forbid such lands to be 
sold, but allow the timber to be disposed of under 
proposals. Settlers are to be allowed to take timber 
not commercially valuable for domestic use. The 
Secretary of the Interior is required to reserve shade 
trees on the lines of legal subdivisions, and 
the residents of the Western Territories are per- 
mitted to cut timber under existing law for six 
months after the passage of the act. The timber 
cut is to be removed within five years, If mineral] is 
discovered on tracts where the timber has been sold 
such lands may be entered as mineral lands. The 


President is authorized to set apart tracts of forest 
lands as public reservations. Section 10 permits 
stone lands to be entered under the terms of exist- 
ing law. Section 11 provides for the sale at 
not less than $1 25 per acre of isolated 
tracts of less size than 160 acres. Sections 
12 to 17 inclusive relate to desert lands. 
They authorize any person to enter a 320-acre tract 
of such land upon affidavit that it is for his own ben- 
efit and not for a corporation, and that he intends to 
cultivate it by irrigation, and upon a payment of $5 
to $20, according to the size of theentry. Persons are 
to be permitted to associate in the construction of 
irrigating ditches and to file joint maps. Surplus 
water is to be freeto the public, Patent is to issue for 
desert lands only when one-eigth of the land has 
been irrigated and cultivated within three yearsand 
upon payment of 25 cents per acre, 

‘he sections relating to agricultural lands permit 
heads of families to enter quarter section tracts 
where they do not own that amount of land in ang 
State or IT’ rritory, (making affidavit that the lan 
is intended for their own use,) ae payment of $5 
or $10, according to the size of the entry. Any per- 
son who has not previously had the benefit of the 
homestead and pre-emption law, and who has failed 
to perfect title to a tract entered by him, is to be 
ee gaohi ae te make a second entry in lieu thereof. 

n case of drought or sickness an entryman may be 
allowed leave of absence from his claim for not ex- 
ceeding ond year at a time, but this time fs not to 
be deducted from the actual residence required. 
The entryman is required to establish a resi- 
dence, upon his claim within 
after eftry in a habitable house, and to reside con- 
tinuously thereon for five years and cultivate at 
least 10 acres, when he may take out ajfpatent. Proof 
of settlement, irrigation, residence, &o., may be 
made before & United States Commissioner and 
Clerk ofa Court of Kecord in the county. A section 
of the bill makes it unlawful for any one to cut and 
wantonly burn or destroy what may be necessary 
for clearing the land for cultivation by. actual set- 
tlers. Other sections reserve a strip of land on each 
side of section lines fer public highways, repeal the 
pre-emption and timber culture laws, allowing bona 
tide claims to be perfected, aud allow settlers when 
the subjects of action at the hand of land grant com- 
panies or persons holding title under foreign grants 
to plead in defense of erroneous action of Congress 
or the Executive in certifying or patenting the land 
to companies.

Bureaus of Construction and Repair and the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering. The President is author- 
ized to appoint a number not exceeding 50 additional 
naval constructors or assistant constructors froin 
the Engineer Corps of the navy, who shall by such 
appointment be transferred to and become members 
of the corps of construction with the relative rank 
held by them at the time of such transfer. These 
appointees are to be selected with reference to their 
skilland capacity for designing and constructing 
naval engines. Not less than one-half of 
the appointments shall be made from the list of 
passed assistant and assistant engineers. Pro- 
vision 1s made for an Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy ata salary of $5,000. The bill also provides 
for a permanent Board of Detail at the Navy De- 
partment, to consist of three line officers of the 
navy, whose duty it shall be to advise the Secretary 
of the Navy concerning the detail of naval officers, 
the cruising orders of ships and squadrons, &co. 
There may also be detailed by the Seoretary a Naval 
Advisory Board, whose duty itshall be to advise the 
Secretary concerning the construction of naval ves- 
sels and kindred subjects.

The reply of the Secretary of the Treasury 
to the Senate resolution as to the offers and 
purchases of bonds is, as it was sure to be, 
full and explicit. When the inquiry was 
originally proposed by that eminent finan- 
cier and statesman, Mr. STEWART of 
Nevada, there was no opposition tu it save 
én the part of Mr. SHERMAN, who had 
the good sense to remark that an official 
publication of the names of all persons of- 
fering bonds for sale and the prices named 
by them was unnecessary,.and might be in- 
convenient to some of them, especially if 
their offers had not been accepted. It was 
plain that if Mr. Stewart suspected 
that there had been bonds offered, and 
not taken, at lower rates than 
were paid for others, the publication 
of the amounts offered and prices asked 
would disclose that fact. But it is probable 
that the Nevada Senator had heard some 
corriior gossip and was eager to “ put the 
Administration in a hole.” Now that he 
has all his facts—names, dates, amounts 
ofiered, prices asked, amounts bought, and 
prices paid—he is likely to drop the subject 
entirely. He cannot, however, prevent the 
course of the Secretary of the Treasury be- 
ing known to the country, and deepening 
the impression, already strong, of the per- 
fect fairness and honesty with which the 
finances of the country have been managed. 





One of the most important measures of 
the present session of Congress is the Public 
Land bill which passed the House yester- 
day. It repeals the pre-emption and timber 
eulture laws under which so much of the 
public domaifi has been diverted from the 
original purpose of furnishing settlers with 
homes, and makes provision for the disposal 
of the different classes of lands intended to 
guard against further squandering of this 
heritage of the people. One of the impor- 
tant provisions of the bill is that which 
allows settlers against whom actions have 
been brought by land grant companies or 
persons holding title under foreign grants 
to plead in defense erroneous action on the 
part of Congress or of the Executive in cer- 

ifying or patenting land to companies. 
This will afford the means of remedying 
through the courts some of the outrageous 
wrongs perpetrated upon settlers by land 
monopolies. 





“Tf” Mr. HARRISON can get all the Electoral 
votes Mr. BLAINE got, and “if” he can get 
those of Indiana besides, ard “if” to these 
he can add those of Connecticut—so runs 
the calculation of the high-tariff organs— 
he will be elected. Let it be conceded in 
advance that if he has a majority in the 
Electoral College he will sueceed to the 
office of his honored grandfather. This will 
save a great expenditure of “ifs,” and of an 
amount of ingenuity that will be needed to 
prove why the Republican policy should be 
sustained at all. 

Another corporation with very large 
claims and avery doubtful title thereto is 
now before the courts. It is known as the 
New-York Underground Raiiway Company, 
claimizg a charter about twenty years old, 
under which practically nothing has been 
done, though it was required to begin and 
te complete its work within a certain time, 
which has long since elapsed. Among its 
preposterous claims is the right to 
construct a terminus in the City Hall 
Park, which would occupy most of the 
space between the City Hall: and. the 
Post Office, and to run through both Union 
and Madison squares, though it has never 
obtained the consent of the proper authori- 
ties for any such purpose. The matter has 
been‘brought into court through an appli- 
cation for a mandamus compelling the Com- 
missioner of Public Works to grant a per- 
mit for opening the streets for the work of 
the company. Theseold and defunct char- 

. ters which have been lately revived by 
those claiming to hold them and wishing to 


use them for speculative purposes ought to 
be swept out of the way as speedily as pos- 
sible. 


The large-minded editor of the Tribune 
sees no better way of treating Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND’S manly and simple speech in accept- 
ing the nomination for the Presidency than 
by counting the number of times the words 
“I” and “we” occur init. But like pro- 
nouns occur relatively much more fre- 
quently in Mr. BLAINr’s Gispatches from 
Edinburgh of June 24 and 25, and these re- 
late to a nomination that the writer of 
them did not get. At least, the organ 
should note the fact that Mr. CLEVELAND’S 
communication was not accompanied by 
the injunction “‘ private, use wisely.” 

Several noteworthy honorary degrees 
were conferred at yesterday’s Commence- 
ments, perhaps the most striking being the 
A. M. given by Harvard to Mr. Epwarp 
BuRGESS, the distinguished author of those 
brilliant and successful nautical works, the 
Puriian, Mayflower, and Volunteer. Rarely 
has this honorary degree been more worthily 
bestowed. Shipbuilding is unquestionably 
an art—in this country until lately it 
threatened to become a lost art. That Mr. 
BurRGEssS is a master and past master in 
this art the owners of the Genesia, the 
Galatea, andthe Thistle are ready to bear 
witness; while in formally furnishing its 
scholastic recognition of the same fact Har- 
vard only confirms the opinion reached by 
all his countrymen. Yale’s honorary A. M.’s 
are headed by Mark Twain. He is cer- 
tainly a master of a good many arts, as his 
business and humoristic successes show. 
Mark Twain, A. M., has a queer sound, but 
the owner of the title can be relied upon to 
work it up, after due reflection, into new 
material for humor. 





The majority of 93 against Mr. MoRLEY’s 
resolution of censure against the Govern- 
ment for its course in Ireland shows that 
the Parliamentary support of the Salisbury 
Ministry is still virtually unbroken. The 
debate which preceded the vote, however, 
showed not less conclusively than the re- 
cent by-clections that the popular support 
of the Government has been greatly weak- 
ened and that the House of Commons does 
not represent the public opinion of 
the country. Coercion aud persecution 
have been so very much overdone as to re- 
volt the English taste for those methods of 
dealing with Ireland. The only question is 
how long the Tories and Unionists will be 
able to prevent a dissolution of Parliament; 
or, in other words, whether Mr. GLADSTONE 
will live long enough to lead the next Lib- 
eral Ministry and to pass a measure of home 
rule. His death during the lifetime of the 
present House of Commons would be the 
greatest ‘‘Conservative victory” that coud 
happen. 





MR. KELLEY’S IDEA. 

When the veteran Judge KELLEY pro- 
posed to drop the Tariff bill until after elec- 
tion, and in the meantime repeal the whole 
of the internal tobacco tax, his proposition 
was greeted with laughter from the Demo- 
cratic side, and with a prompt and not too 
courteous repudiation from Mr. REED, as 
the Republican leader. Mr. Mriis, of 
course, could not listen to any such sugges- 
tion, even had it come from one having au- 
thority. Yet there was a certain amount of 
good sense in Mr. KELLEY’S plan, and this 
is the more surprising because Mr. KELLEY 
is not addicted to even a moderate amount 
of good sense, and because what there is of 
this quality in his proposition is borrowed 
from England, which Mr. Ketiry hates 
with a “lodged hate and loathing.” So 
far as concerns the reduction of the tariff 
Mr. KELLEY’s notion was to refer it to 
the vote of the people at the approaching 
election and abide by the result; in other 
words, to do practically what would be 
done in England when a measure pressed 
by the Ministry had encountered an opposi- 
tion majority in the House of Commons. 

There is much to recommend a direct and 
specific appeal to public opinion upon a 
matter of realiimportance, and Mr. KreLLEY 
is measurably right in saying that the ap- 
proaching election will turn chiefly on the 
question of the tariff. Itis quite true, as 
he holds, that the President’s message and 
the Millis bill have been indorsed by the 
Democratic Party and oppased by the Re- 
publican Party. It is evident also from the 
number of intelligent Republicans who have 
already repudiated their party’s action that 
the tariff will affecta very notable and prob- 
ably a decisive portion of the votes cast. 
If it were practicable, the proposition of 
Mr. KELLEY to accept the verdict of the 
election as conclusive might be adopted 
with relief to Congress and to the people. 
But it is not practicable because the meth- 
ods of the Constitution and the princi- 
ples by which Congress must be guided 
do not admit of any 
ment. Nor this alone. Mr. KEt- 
LEY’S little scheme to repeal the 
tobacco tax entirely, before taking the 
verdict of the election, is a complete eva- 
sion of the essential principle of the prop- 
osition, and we cannot persuade ourselves 
that it was submitted in good faith. To 
refer to the people the question whether 
the revenue shall be reduced by taking off 
tariff taxes, and thén reducing the revenue 
heavily by taking off internal revenue 
taxes, can seem fair only to a person whose 
sense of right has been utterly perverted by 
long indulgence in protectionist ethics. 

Mr. KELLEY’s little excursion gave Mr. 
REED the opportunity of declaring that the 
Republicans in the House were bound to 
discuss the Tariff bill in detail, and Mr. 
BRECKINRIDGE respended that the Demo- 
erats proposed to have a vote on the bill 
unless the arrival of the 4th of March 
should prevent. Undoubtedly neither party 
can now take any other course. The Demo- 
crats cannot fail to press the bill by every 
honorable means at their disposal, and the 
Republicans are bound to oppose it until 
the ‘heats of Washington mect their 
stern fidelity to the Chicago plat- 
form. But we are inclined to 
think that before another month is over 
they will see that their duty is discharged 
by ordinary and rational opposition, and 
will not continue to waste time and enorgy 
in mere trivial and technical methods of 
delay. If they do not reach this obviously

they are afraid to let the bill go to the Sen- 
ate—a fear that has already found expres- 
sion in several quarters. 


THE PROHIBITION CANVASS. 

It isa noteworthy fact that the Prohibi- 
tion State Convention which has occupied 
two days With its proceedings at Syracuse 
was madeup of more than 900 delegates 
representing a regular organization that ex- 
tends into every county. The party ex- 
hibits more vitality and spirit than ever 
before, and enters upon the canvass with 
a confident feeling that its vote will 
be largely increased this year. The party 
has no compromises to offer, but relies 
solely on its one idea for gaining sup- 
port, and that idea isthe total abolition of 
the traffic in alcoholic beverages. When it 
declares in its platform that this can be 
secured “only through a policy which out- 
laws the traflic and refuses it all legal recog- 
nition, never by the policy of license in 
any form, for any price,” it states 
what comes very near being an identical 
proposition. The only way to prohibit is 
to prohibit, and those who believe that ab- 
solute prohibition is the only proper treat- 
ment of the liquor traffic are entirely right 
and consistent in adhering to a party which 
makes that its object. But we suspect that 
a great many people will vote with tho 
Prohibitionists who would be content with 
a less radical policy, but are dissatisfied 
with the conrse which the other parties 
have pursued with regard to the temper- 
ance question. 

The Republican Party, which used to 
derive a good deal of its strength in State 
politics from the temperance sentiment, 
commands hardly more confidence among 
those who regard the restriction of the 
liquor traffic as a matter of pressing impor- 
tance than the Democrats, though its 
subserviency to the liquor interest is not so 
pronounced. The position taken by the 
National Convention in favor of remoy- 
ing all internal taxes from whisky 
and beer, rather than touch the exorbitant 
import duties which make the necessaries 
of life dear, will aggravate the dissatisfac- 
tion of this class. As Mr. BLAINE pointed 
out in his “Paris message,” to cheapen the 
price of whisky by removing the tax would 
make the restriction of its sale by 
high license more difficult, and great- 
ly inerease' the illicit production 
and make the prevention of illicit 
sales practically impossible. In fact 
he declared that it would ‘‘destroy high 
license” and that there would be no sense 
in urging reform by that means “if the 
National Government neutralizes the good 
effect by making whisky within the reach 
of every one at 20 cents a gallon.” It 
may also be said that it would make the 
effort to enforce prohibition more hopeless 
than ever by taking off a restraint from 
illicit production and making liquor cheap 
and easy to get. 

Many a vote is cast for the purpose of pro- 
test, and those who desire to protest 
against the position taken by the Repub- 
lican Party on this question will find it 
easy to vote for Prohibition candidates so 
long as there is no chance that the extreme 
policy which they represent will be adopt- 
ed. In this State the position of the Re- 
publicans on this question has been very 
equivocal. Last year they refused to de- 
clare for any definite policy of restric- 
tion, both high license and local option 
being denied a place in their platform. 
Their representatives in the Legislature 
were with great difficulty induced, with 
few exceptions, to vote fora high license 
bill last Spriug, when it was morally certain 
that Gov. Hiit would veto it. If there had 
been a man in the Executive chair at 
Albany who would have approved the meas- 
ure it is extremely doubtful whether it 
could have passed either house. The Pro- 
hibitionists will get the benefit of tho dis- 
satisfaction which widely prevails at the 
failure of either party to take an uncom- 
promising stand in favor of a more effective 
restriction of the liquor traffic and for 
the suppression of the saloon power in 
politics. 

The Prohibitionists of this State propose 
to make a vigorous canvass, adopting the 
plan which has heretofore been found 
effective of holding meetings in the rural 
districts in tents and moving from place to 
place with them. Campaign clubs will be 
organized and temperance literature dis- 
seminated, and the present prospect is that 
the prohibition ‘side show” will be the 
only one in the field presenting ‘real at- 
tractions.” The candidates are unques- 
tionably sincere, earnest, and high-minded 
men, and if they have not the highest 
capacity for public duties it matters less, 
because they are not expected to perform 
any. It is peculiarly the case with the Pro- 
hibitionists that the issue is everything 
and the personality of the candidates of 
minor importance. 


THE VALUE OF SINCERITY. 

The difference in the attitudes of the two 
parties before the country is singularly sig- 
nificant. The President’s little speech in 
informally aceepting the nomination was a 
striking illustration of the power he has so 
often shown of rising to occasions. Brief 
and general asit was it was unmistakably 
impressive, and its impressiveness came 
mainly from its tone of complete sincerity. 
“T would not, if I could, for myself nor for 
you, avoid a single consequence of a fair 
interpretation of my course.” This is a 
proud and manly speech, and the direct- 
ness and sincerity embodied in it have also 
been shown by the proceedings thus far of 
the Democratic Party in the Presidential 
canvass. 

The President is charged with having 
“run” the Nationai Convention of his party. 
Ifthe charge be true it is a tribute to the 
wisdom of the convention, which could not 
have put itself in better hands. Its hesita- 
tions with regard to civil service reform 
are to be deplored and condemned, but the 
party has this unanswerable appeal to citi- 
zens whose votes are determined by ‘their 
interest in that question, that, whatever 
it may profess, nobody expects that 
the Republican Party will permit to 
be dono for civil service reform 
under a Republican President any- 
thing like as much as a Democratic 


President has done for it in spite of the 
Democratice Party. But the subject which 
really called for courage was the tariff 
question, which for twenty years has been 
the bugbear of Democratic ccnventions. 
It would have been possible, if the conven- 
tion had not been inspired by the Presi- 
dent, for it to put together a string of 
meaningless or mealy-mouthed phrases 
that would have been subject to different 
interpretations in the manufacturing and 
in the agricultural States, and that the 
newspapers and stump speakers of the 
party could have been relied upon to explain 
away. Instead of this, and instead of 
considering what might be the prejudices 
of certain classes of voters, the convention 
rejected the advice of the timid politicians, 
and said plainly and boldly what the party 
meant to do with the tariff if it obtained 
full legislative power. This courageous 
course was really the most politic the con- 
vention could have taken, for it renders 
successful misrepresentation difficult, if 
not impossible. Already it is rare to 
find an intelligent man pretending to 
believe that the Democratic Party means 
to establish free trade or anything like it. 
Before the end of the campaign, with the 
process of public education that is forced 
upon the Democratic Party by its own act, 
it will be hard to find an unintelligent man 
who can be imposed upon by this pretense. 
The President ought to be gratified at hav- 
ing attributed to himself the influence that 
made a National Convention of his party 
appeal to common sense and defy preju- 
dice. 

On the other hand, the Republican tariff 
plank is simply an appeal to what the con- 
vention supposed to be the public prejudice. 
It is very doubtful whether sucha preju- 
dice exists to any considerable extent in 
the monstrous form in which the platform 
assumes its existence. There must be 
bounds to the guilibility of the members of 
the Committee on Resolutions, but it suited 
them to suppose that there were none 
to the gullibility of ‘the American peo- 
ple. When we see an “expert” like 
Mr. Oniver of Pennsylvania, who five 
years ago reported, in his capacity of ex- 
pert, that the customs duties ought to be 
reduced on an average 20 per cent., and 
who now, in his capacity of Republican 
politician, denouncesany attempt to modify 
a resolution which declares that the cus- 
toms duties ought to be increased to the 
point of prohibition until the surplus rev- 
enue disappears, the conclusion is very 
plain. It isthat Mr. OLIVER is not sucha 
{col as he believes the majority of his fel- 
low-citizens to be, and that he hopes to get 
their votes by recommending as a politician 
the reverse of the course he recommended 
as a manufacturer and as anexpert. That 
is to say, he expects to win votes by trick 
and device. This is a correct description of 
the entire Republican platform, and the 
most futile, as well as the most absurd, of 
the attempts in that’direction was the sup- 
plementary plank adopted by the conven- 
tion on the last day of its session, in which 
it assured the Prohibitionists that, while 
political necessity had forced it to declare 
in favor of cheaper whisky, it was, never- 
theless, willing to receive their vote for its 
candidate. 

The contrast between the attitudes of the 
two parties is not likely to be; lost upon 
the American people. It is admitted that 
the President is by far the most popular 
man in his party, and he has become so 
purely by his sincerity, that is to say, by 
saying what he meant when it required 
courage to do so. If the people of the coun- 
try can appreciate and reward sincerity in 
an individual, why not in a party? The 
Democratic Party deserves to reap the 
benefit of a courageous candor which is all 
the more striking by its contrast with the 
abject and insincere appeal thut its rival 
has made to popular prejudice, 


THE RE-ELECTION OF DIAZ. 

Mexico’s Presidential election this year 
has been such a foregone conclusion that 
the choice of Diaz Electors a few days ago 
was deemed, even by the victors, hardly 
worth a formal. demonstration ofjoy. Yet 
the result is one on which Mexico may well 
be congratulated; and very likely after the 
formal balloting of the Electors, on the 8th 
of July, Minister BRAGG will express the 
satisfaction of the United States at the re- 
sult. 

Gen. Porririo Diaz has shown himself, 
during his present term, which ends on the 
1st of December next, as he did during his 
previous four years of administration, from 
1876 to 1880, to be one of the ablest, wisest, 
and most useful rulers that the neighboring 
republic has ever possessed. He has been 
charged with employing his power to pro- 
mote his re-election; and that at all events 
is far from unusual in Mexico. He over- 
threw LEeRDO by force, twelve years ago, on 
the issue of single terms for the Presidency; 
and it is generally understood that he en- 
tered into a bargain, at the end of his own 
first term, by which GONZALES was to re- 
ceive his support for the term following, 
at the end of which time Draz should again 
be elected. That, at all events, was what 
actually occurred; and yet, during this sec- 
ond term, the friends of D1az have had the 
Constitution altered back to its old form 
for the express purpose of making him eli- 
gible toimmediate re-election. During this 
second term, also, there have been arbitrary 
interferences of the Federal military power 
in States like Nuevo Leon and Tamauli- 
pas, apparently for the purpose of putting 
them under officers favorable tothe Federal 
Administration. But, admitting these prac- 
tices, which appear to be a customary feat- 
ure of Mexican politics, the rule of Draz 
has no doubt commended itself to a great 
majority of the people. 

Even during the troubles in the Rio 
Grande States at the close of 1885 an@ tho 
beginning of 1886 it was made appareut 
that the great body of the people were in 
accord with the Federal Government, while 
adventurers and bandits were mostly the 
allies of the insurgents, who had neverthe- 
Jess claimed that they would secure leaders 
like TrREVINO, NARANJO, GONZALES, and 
Gov. Gancia in making head against D1az. 
Tho skillful manner in which the Diaz 
Government dealt with its opponents won 
over many of them and left anything like 
armed resistance hopeless to the rest. Man

of iron though he is, President Draz has | 


not kept himself in power through the’ 


sanguinary tyranny and terrorism which 
have played so great a part in some re- 
publics further south. With all allowances 
for Government influences, the overwhelm- 
ing majorities by which the Constitution was 
altered to allow the candidacy of D1az at 
the current election show that he is the 
accepted leader of the great body of the 
Liberal Party, which is enormously pre- 
ponderant through the country. 

By his prudent and friendly course to- 
ward the United States President D1az has 
especially commended himself to the good 
wishes of this country. He was remarkable 
in this respect during his first term, when 
perilous provocations by the Administra- 
tion of President HarEsin sending armed 
troops into Mexico without asking permis- 
sion might have caused great trouble but 
for his tact and discretion. In his conduct 
of recent years, in the Cutting affair, the 
Crawford affair, the outrages at Nozales 
and Eagle Pass, and the smuggling and 
other difficulties arisimg out of the peculiar 
condition of the boundary, he has shown 
the same temperate, steady, and statesman- 
like attitude, amicable toward our country, 
andeager to atone for clear wrongdoing, 
yet notsacrificing the confidence of his own 
people. 

President Draz has welcomed American 
enterprise and capital, adopting a liberal 
and progressive spirit toward railway and 
other improvements, yet keeping an eye to 
the finances of Mexico, lest the burden of 
debt should be fatal. If the Mexicans them- 
selves do not regard with any apprehension 
an aggregate of twelve years of rulership 
under the same man, the United States can 
commend their continued prospect of firm, 
tranquil, and intelligent rule. 


New-London’s great week has come on 
very quietly this year, the absorption of 
public attention first by St. Louis and then 
by Chicago having caused a great diminu- 
tion in the preliminary interest usually in- 
spired by the struggle of the college oars- 
men. In former seasons, during weeks prior 
to the races, we have had daily and pro- 
longed accounts of the exact condition of 
the approaching struggle on the Thames 
and of the degree of aptitude for it shown 
by each athlete. The diurnal variations in 
each man’s appetite have been chronicled 
almost as faithfully as the faults in his 
feathering or his proneness to linger over 
his stroke or cnt it short. But this year 
the candidates before the Democratic and 
Republican Conventions have somewhat 
eclipsed in popular interest the crews of 
Harvard and Yale, and the health of Kaiser 
FREDERICK and Gen. SHERIDAN have super- 
seded in importance the sprains and boils 
of university varsmen. Now, however, 
New-London’s time has fully come. The 
easy victory of Yale over Pennsylvania last 
week and the less easy one of Yale Fresh- 
men over Pennsylvania Freshmen on Tues- 
day will be succeeded to-day by the contest 
between Columbia and Harvard Freshmen, 
while to-morrow comes the great struggle 
of Harvard and Yale.

CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW WILL MAKE A 


TRIP TO EUROPE. 

Fresh from his great political Waterloo yes- 
terday came Chauncey M. Depew, President of 
the New-York Central Railroad Company, by spe- 
cial train from Chicago, with sundry others of the 
Captains of his vanquished hosts, the vanguard 
of the returning Republicans. In the party 
were Senator Hiscock, Warner Miller, State 
Senator William H. Robertson, John F. Plum- 
mer, “Uncle Jimmie” Husted, A. R. Whitney, 
Charles Bateman, and State Senator Fassett. 
Thomas C. Platt left the train at Buffalo to re- 
turn home by the Erie Road. 

To an Intimate friend Mr, Depew remarked: 
“Why, the bigotry of some of the seemingly in- 


telligent delegates in that convention was simply 
appalling. They actually acted toward meas 
if they expected me to begin chewing coal and 
breathing fire before their very eyes.” But 
after a bath atthe Murray Hill Hotel and a 
look around the familiar precinots of his office 
in the Grand Central Station his normal condi- 
tion was somewhat restored, and for this he 
told a TIMES reporter he was truly thankful. 
The load was off his mind and he felt better 
even than he had before entering upon his jour- 
ney to Chicago. 

“Tam,” he said, “and f think all Republicans 
are, very well suited with the action of the con- 
vention. I think the ticket 1s one which will 
grow in popular favor as the days roll on and 
one which will be elected.” 

“Shall you take part in the campaign ?” 

“Certainly. I am going to Europe, though, 
next Wednesday, to be gone a few months. I 
shall come back about Sept. 4, and shall make 
afew speeches. [ want to do all I can and all 
that the friends who stood by me so well would 
like to have me do to help along the victory.” 

Mr. Depew will leave by the Britannic of the 
Cunard Line July 4, and expects to run across 
Mr. Blaine in his six weeks’ stay in England. 
Besides Mra. Depew and the children, he will 
be accompanied by Mrs. Depew’s mother and 
brother, Mrs. Hegeman and Ogden Hegeman. 

Ex-Collector William H. Robertson said the 
nominations were the result of the sober second 
thought of the convention. James G. Biaine 
could have been nominated at any time, for 
two-thirds of the delegates wore enthuasiastical- 
ly for him from the tirst. But Blaine would not 
accept a nomination, and for that reason only 
he was not nominated. 


PEEKSKILL, N. Y., June 27.—The Hon. 
Chauncey M. Depew returned home this even- 
ing in the best of spirits. Peekskiliers were 
taken by surprise and for once Chauncey stole 
@ mareh on the boys. No large crowd greeted 
him on his return; no brass band heralded his 
coming. Peekskill feels a just pride in her dwn 
Chauncey and his manly course at Chicago has 
won for him the admiration of alt his townusmen. 
Repubiicaus and Democrats wiike. Even the 
Prohibitionists have a sood word for him. 
In conversation with a gentleman just from 
Chicago it was learned that when Mr. Denew’s 
name was first presented there was a great deal 
of suppressed indignation among the Granger 
delegates, and all sorts of extravagant rumors 
wero in circulation asto his fabulous wealth 
and of the palatial house which he occupied as 
@ country seat in this village. To those who 
knew what a plain structure the Depew home- 
Stead is these stories were supremely ridiculous. 
The Peexskillers were somewhat disappointed 
that he did not receive a larger vote in ths con- 
vention, but are not discouraged. 

His generous action in withdrawing before 
any bad blood had been engendered and his cool 
and judicious advice as to the course te be pur- 
sued by his own delegation has drawn the eyes 
of the Nation upon him, and he etands to-day 
in the estimation of his countrymen higher than 
ever before.

THE COMPROMISE SUGGESTED BY JOHN 
S. WISE. 

RICHMOND, Va., June 27.—The Hon. 
John 8S. Wise returned home this afternoon from 
the Chicago Convention. He is in esxeellent 
spirits and says that he is confident the ticket 
nominated at Chicago will earry Virginia. 
‘What will Virginia Republicans do with two 
sets of Electors in the field?” Mr. wise was 
asked. . 

“Oh, that will be arranged,” he replied. 
** Indeed,” he continued, ** I think it is almost as 
good as fixed now. You see the Mahone dele- 


gates at large were recognized by the Chicago 
Convention. That settles the two Electors from 
the State at largs in favor of Mahoue. There 
were two districts in which there were no con- 
tests for delegates; that settles two more in the 
Same way. ‘There are two districts, the Ninth 
and Tenth, in which we named the same men 
for Electors that Mahone did. This arrange- 
ment would give each faction six Electors, and,” 
added Mr. Wise, ‘iY Mahone is smart he will ac- 
cept this plan of compromise.” 

Each wing of the party has a State committee 
in the field, but Mr. Wise does not seem to 
think it necessary to retire either. It remains 
to be seen whether Mahone will submit to the 
terms of the man he denounced at Chicago “ as 
false as you aro foul.” Mr. Wise seems to count 
upon Gen. Harrison’s relations and family con- 
nections in Virginia to give him some additional 
strength in this State.

Mr. Chauncey Depew, who, in spite of the 
fact that the National Convention of the Demo- 
cratic Party at St. Louis unanimously adopted 
Mr. Cleveland as their party candidate, is still 
said to be in the running for the American 
Presidency, keeps a private secretary of the 
name of Du Val. Mr. Du Val keeps for Mr. De- 
pew a scrap boox, or memorandum book, of 
well-informed men. If Mr. Depewis asked to 
speak at a country fair, at the laying of a 
cornerstone, at a birthday dinner in honor ot 
Tom, Dick, or Harry, at a college celebration, 
at any significant point where a particular 
theme needs special outworking on lines with 
which he is not perfectly familiar, he tells Du 
Vai to look the subject up. Du Val sends for the 
man who is well-informed on the particular 
point to be illustrated, sucks him dry, puts in 
syllabus the entire subject before Depew, who 
studies it, crams with it, and then, having thor- 
oughly digested it, delivers it to bis secretary, 
who takes it down in shorthand. This, being 
translated by the type-writer, is like an open 
book to the orator, who studies it carefully, lit- 
erally commits if to memory, and yory often 


has it set up in printed slips for distribution to 
the reporters, .

CONFERRED—OVERSEERS ELECTED.

come and made doubly pleasurable the visit of _ 


the Alumnus to the scenes of his youth. The 
old university, too, never appeared in more at- 
tractive guise. The observances of the day 
were of the time-honored character endeared to 
all. Gov. Ames and staff, escorted by tha 
National Lancers, that red-coated organization 
which on this one day of the year proves its 
undeniable right to exist, were formally re- 
ceived by President Eliot at Massachusetts Hall 
about 10 o’clock,and then guests, Overseers, 


Alumni, and Seniors marched toSanders’ Theatre 
for the exercises of the day. The pretty theatre 
was entirely tilled, and the following programms 
was given: Salutatory in Latin—Jehn W. H. 
Walden; Disquisitions—James Mott Hoiloweil, 
** Tho Intellectual Side of American Character;” 
Herman Paxe, “Marcus Aurelius asa Man of 
Action.” Dissertation—Charies Tilden Sempers, 
“Moral Rationality.” Orations — Frederick 
Howard Means, ‘* The Realist Movement from 
an Ethical Point of View;”’ William Goodrich 
Thompson, *“‘ Industrial Training in Our Public 
Schools;” Alfred Henry Lioyd, A. B., candidate 
for the degree of Master of Arts, ** The New 
Selfishness;’”’ Samuel Williston, A. B., candi- 
date in law, “ The Growth of Corporate Power.” - 

At the close of the literary exercises diplomas 
were awarded. The graduating class num- 
bered 234. Its scholarship is not exceptionaliy 
hich, as only 18 graduat summa cum laude, 
and 15 only with magna cum laude. But its 
average scholarship is higher than this woulJ 
indicate.

“ The Presidentjand Fellows, in view of the usaze 
which has hitherto governed the action of the 
corporation and Overseers, are constrained toaccept 
the votes adopted on June 20, 1848, by the Boars of 
Overseers in respect to certain votes of the Presi- 
dent and Fellows upon the subject of the regulation 
of athletic sports, as votes not consenting thereto, 
and they aceordingly request that the Board of 
Overseers appoint a committee to confer during 
Vacation with a committee of the President and 
Fellows in order that the practical inconveniences

The Prosident, at the meeting held on June 
25, appointed, as the committee to represent the 
Fellows, Messrs. Endicott, Adams. and Hooper. 
Mesars. Russell, Wolcott, and F. C. Torrell were 
appointed a committee to represent the board. 
The polls forthe election of Overseers were 
opened in Massachusetts Hall at 10 o’clock to- 
day and remained open untii 4. These Overseers 
were elected for six years: Charles Francia 
Adams, ’56; William G. Russell, ’40; Sam- 
vel A. Green, 51; Charles C. Beaman, ’61; 
Augustus Hemenway,’75. Fort tour years: 
Stephen M. Weld, and for two years, sx-Prof. 
Henry W. Torrey. 

At 2:30 o’clock the Alumni were formed inta 
line in the college yard, and beaded by the m- 
evitable brass band and a score of marshals 
proceeded to Memorial Hall, where the after- 
noon was whiled away in feasting and vratory. 
Fully 800 graduates were included in this for- 
midable throng, and old Memorial Hall was 
crowded to its utmost capacity. The Alumnus 
of one year’s standing occupied a seat at the 
same table with the venerable Robert C. Win- 
throp, whose diploma ‘dates back to the year 
1828, but who felt none the iess youthful on 
that account. Upon a raised platform at the 
side was a line of notable Aiumni,with here and 
there one whose name had never been honored 
with a place in the Harvard catalogue. 

The Hon. Joseph C. Choate was Chairman of 
the day by virtue of his office as President of 
the Alumni Association.

UNIVERSITY OF VIRGINIA. 


PRESIDENT CLEVELAND CONFERS DE- 
GREES AND MAKES A SPEECH. 
CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., June 27.—This 
wasthe final day of the Commencement exer- 
cises of the University of Virginia. Diplomas 
were delivered, decrees conferred, and the usual 
exercises of closing day xw2ne throngh with. 
At 11:20 o’clock a special train arrived with 
President Clevoland, Secretaries Bayard and 
Vilas, Senator-elect Barbour, and Con- 
gressinan O’ Farrell. They were e@s- 
corted to the public hall through tha 
crowds that lined the streets. President 


Cleveland conferred the degrees of Master of 
Arts and Doctor of Philology and Science upon 
the graduates. Atthe conciusion of the cere- 
monies he held an informal reception, and shook 
hands with 2,000 or 3,000 people. Later in the 
day the President and party weére the guests of 
the Alumni at a luncheon held in the library, 
and at which 200 persons sat down. 

The President responded to the toast: “The 
President of the United States.” He said: “I 
tirst have to thank you for electing me a mem- 
ber of your society. I hope your calling for me 
so soon after [have become one of vou is nos 
intended as a foretaste of what you intend to de 
with me. Your orator said to-day that a friend 
of his enjoyed himself talking. Iam not thas 
sort of a wan. A noted Virginian, not Thomas 
Jefferson, said to me yesterday that the best 
thing to do in a predicament such as [ 
tind myself in to-day was to excuse 
yourself and sit down. The latter 
part of the advice is easy to take, but the first 
partis not. ‘The firat part is sumeching like 

laying the fiddie; it leoks easy, but it is not, 
pee ho excuse and cannot plead ill-health 
nor a previous engagement. Still [am ashamed 
that [ have nothing to say. I bethought myself 
that your institution is the work of aman who 
in his yeung days eatablished a Government 
which he afterward managed, and in the ma- 
turity of his powers laid the foundation of this 
great seat of Jearning. It was his purpose at 
the beginning to place poligies among the studies 
which he thonght shoula be pursued here. [ 
suppose that the politics that he referred 
to were very different from the _ politics 
to which we are accustomed to-day. [ won- 
der how mueh attention is paid to politics 
here by the students and Alumni. We bear a 
great deal about the studentin politics. Asto 
whether it is a good or a bad thing depends 
much on the student. I should say thatif he 
were @ student of politics it woult be a very 
good thing. Every simall boy in the country ex- 
pects to be President. An experience of a little 
more than three years does not wake me feel 
very kindly toward office seekers. Still, the 
ambition is a laudable one. I should hope that 
every student would want to bo President, and, 
desiring to encourage the aspiration, I ought 
not to say much on the subject. 
1 don’t want to dampen their ardor 
by telling too much about it. While 
the perplexities of the office are creat, they are 
the perplexities of the highest piace in the 
United States, and in its occupant is reposed the 
confidence of the greatest people on earth.” 

Secretary Bayard responded tothe toast, “The 
Jurisdiction of the United States,” Secretary 
Vilas to ‘‘ The Cabinet,” Gov. Lee to * The Gey-

STRIKING FOR MORE PAY. 

FALu RIVER, Mass., June 27.—Tii¢ spin- 
ners at the Merchants’ Mills are on strike on 
account of dissatisfaction with their pay, which, 
they say, has fallen off considerably since the 
hot weather began. Tho mill is buying yarn in 
New-Bedford, and several weavers have quit 
work on this account and say they will stand 
by the spinners. The Executive Committee of 
the Spinners’ Union has voted to sustain the 
Merchants’ Mill spinners in their strike, anda 
special meeting of the union has been called for 
to-morrow night to act on complaints from 
several other mills of low wages during the hot 
weather. The spinners compiain that the 
trouble has beon caused by poor cotton, and say 
that their wages have fallen offfrom $1 to $1 50 
a week. 

The weavers are axitating for an advance of 
wages and held a meeting to-night, at which the 
preliminary steps were taken toward asking for 
an advance of wages. They also cowplaia o7 
a@ decrease in their earnings during the hat 
weather. Manufacturers do not expect any 
labor troubles of any magnitude, and say that 
the sole cause of complamt is the weather, for 
which they are not responsible.

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THE BLAINE CANDIDATE 


HARRISON NOMINATED BY 
THE BLAINE OLIQUE. 

THE NEW-YORK ‘“ TRIBUNE” TELLS 
THE STORY OF THE NOMINA- 
TION. 

From the New-York Tridune, June 27. 

Cuicaco, June 26.—The story of the 
nomination of Gen. Harrison 1s an interest- 
ing one. The following. may be reiied upon as 
an accurate statement of the influences that 
brought it about and the circumstances attend- 
ing it: 

“The general belicf in Sherman's great 
strength on Sunday,” said one of the most 
conspicuous Blaine men in the convention to- 
day, who did not want to have his name used, 
“and the general expectation of his nomina- 
tion were justified by the situation as it ap- 
peared on the surface. The talk on Sunday was 
very strong for Sherman. The caucus of Mr. 
Blaine’s friends which met on Sunday night em- 
braced one or two well-known friends of his from 
almostevery State. Notices for this meeting had 
been.sent out on Saturday because of the sud- 
don movement that afternoon to bring Mr. 
Blaine’s name before the convention, which, if 
it had not been shut off by the adjournment, 
would undoubtedly have resulted in his nomina- 
tion. It was necessary to decide what Mr. 
Blaine’s friends should do. But the caucus 
was especially timely in view of the threaten- 
ing strength of Sherman, though it was not 
eailed with reference to it. The central point 
of this strength was the determination of the 
New-York delegates to vote for Sherman after 


giving Harrison a fair chanée. With the Ohio 
strength aad the Pennsylvania airength this 
movement made Sherman’s nomination im- 
mIminent. 

“Tt was in this situation that friends of Mr. 
Blaine met. The caucus organized by selecting 
Creet Haymond, Chairman of the Califorma 
aelegation, as Chairman. The roll of States was 
calied. Among those present were Creed Hay- 
mond and M. H. De Young of California, Powell 
Clavtou and Logan H. Roots of Arkansas, 
Messrs. Parsons of Alabama, Hamil of Colorado, 
Fessenden of Counecticut, Leland of Kansas, 
Warmouth and Harper of Louisiana, Boutelle 
and Lesie of Maine, Adam King of Maryland, 
Gavel of Michigan, R. C. Kerens of Missouri, 
Dr. EL. Burden and Mr. Love of Massacha- 
setts, Col. Conger, member of the National Com- 
mittee, from Oho, Charigs E. Smith of Pennsy!- 
vania, Gen. Geerge Morley of Tennessee, Joun 
&. Wise of Virginia, and J. W. Mason of West 
Virginia. 

“Toe representatives of the various States re- 
Ported hew many votes could be brought to 
Biaine when the word was passed aiong, and 
kow many upon the tellowing ballot. Many, of 
course, were under such obligations to other 
osndidates that they could not give their votes 
uyen the first ballot, but could come in on the 
next. Jhis canvass indicated thut there was a 
larye majority of the convention who were not only 
Juvorable to Blaine, bul really wanted his nomina- 
tion. Jtisa fact that this strength approached 600 
voles. A gousiderable proportion of it would, in 
any event, have been lield in reserve. It could 
net ve given at the outset, but the canvass 
further showed that whenever the move- 
nient should be made nearly a majerity of 
the convention would go that way on 

he first bailot. Meanwhile, during the late 
hours of the afternoon, Mr. Boutelleand Mr. 
Manley had received tho first of the two dis- 
patches from Blaine requesting his friends to 
respect his Paris letter. The dispatch was 
marked ‘private’ and ‘use wisely.’ Mr. Boutelle 
wentinto the caucus and, without alluding to 
tho dispatch and speaking for the Maine dele- 
gation andin their name, earnestly requested 
all the frieaods of Mr. Blaine to refrain from vot- 
ingfor him. He suggested that the vote sub- 
ject should be referred to a committee of which 
the Chatrman of the caucus, Mr. Haymond, 
shouid be Chairman. There were many per- 
sou8 Who were unwilling to refrain from voting 
for Mr. Blaine, but they acquiesced in the sug- 
gestion that a committee should be appointed, 
ani that no movementfor Blaine should be made 
except upon the report and practically upon 
the summons of that committee. Asa matter of 
fact, the committee became a steering commit- 
tee. It was composed of Creed Haymond, 
Charles Emory Smith, Gen. George Morley, Dr. 
I. L. Burden. Gen. A. L. Conger, Powell Clayton, 
and Samuel Fessenden. 8. B. Elkins and R. C. 
Kerene, together wilh Messra. Boutelle and 
Manley and other representative friends of Mr. 
Blaine, were in constant consultation with the 
committee. This committee was not made up 
in accordance with any plan, butit fitted into 
she situation so as to bring in information re- 
garding the movements of almost all the candi- 
dates, Creed Haymond represented the extreme 
wing. Charles Emory Smith was in favor 
of Harrison next to Blaine, and took part in the 
work of this committee with the full knowledge 
and approval of the Harrison men, who were, 
itke the friends of all the candidates, glad to see 
the Blaine movement in charge of conservative 
men. Burden was for Alger; so was Clayton. 
Fessenden was for Allison. Conger represented 
the Ohio element. In this way the committce 
was ableto get, and with entire propriety, a 
complete knowledge of all phases of the situa- 
tion. 

“Upon the adjournment of the caucus the 
committes went immediately to work. They 
bad some consultation with the friends of Alli- 
son, and were also in communication with the 
friends of Harrison. In view of the threatening 
reports of the alliance between Sherman and 
Alger it was deemed important to have a clear 
understanding of the position of Alger’s friends, 
and the committee at 2 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of Monday had a conference with 
Mr. Dnuitield, Aiger’s political represen- 
tative, and Mr. Hecker, his business 
partner. There were present Messrs. Fessenden, 
Conger, Smith, and Kerens. The committee 
very frankly stated to Mr. Duffield and Mr. 
Hecker what had taken place at the caucus, and 
as frankly informed them of the report of a 
coalition between Sherman and Alger. Both 
stated that the reports, which even went to the 
length of saying that there was a written com- 
pact in existence, were absolutely unfounded, 
avd convinced the committes that they were en- 
tirely sincere in saying 80, and that there was 
no probability that any such combination would 
be made. 

«This brings the story upto the meeting of 
the convention itself. The members of the 
steering cemmittee were seated not far apart. 
Haymond, Clayton, and Fessenden were at the 
heads of the California, Arkansas, and Connecti- 
cut delegations respectively. Smith was near 
at hand on the platform among the correspond- 
ants. Burden was across the aisle from the first 
three named,in the Massachusetts delegation, 
and Conger a little further on, among the Ohio 
men. It was understood that they should have 
a conference at the close of each ballot and de- 
termine what policy should be pursued apon the 
next ballot, and that the word should be passed 
along the line. : 

“When the convertion opened Mr. Boutelle 
rose and read the two telegrams from Mr. 
Biaine. It is believed by some of his friends, 
who do not know why the sesond one was sent, 
that it was in consequence of unwarranted and 
unautherized statements cabled Mr. Blaine that 
his honor was being compromised. It was evi- 
dent that there could be no union of all the can- 
didates in arequest to Mr. Blaine to make the 
race, such as some of his friends had hoped 
meight bring him into the fleldin spite of his 
wishes. The steering committee were deter- 
‘mined that ne effort to bring his name seriously 
before the convention should be permitted, on 
the ground that this would be contrary to the 
instructions of the Paris letter. 

“The ballet proceeded, and California still 
voted for Blaine. At the close of the first pallot 
a hasty conference was held and the determina- 
> tion reached that on the next baliot California 
should vote for Harrison. Elkins had been for 
some ro Ag talking with the Califernia delega- 
tion with a view to preparing them for this 
action when the proper time came. If Cal- 
fornia had voted on this—the second ballot 
ef the day—for Blaine again, New-York 
would have abandoned Harrison on the third 
ballot and would have voted fer Sherman. This 
would have begun the break to Sherman, and 
then there would have been a break en ihe 
other side to Alger, bringing the contest be- 
tween Sherman and Alger instead of between 
Sherman aud Harrison. It was the hope that 
this might come about that induced the Alger 
eople to stand out. The vote of California, 
Conon: started the break to Harrison. Blaine 
men took the cue, and Harrison’s vote was 
swelled on this ballot to 278. At the end of the 
roll call Iowa withdrow Allison with the deter- 
mination of casting her votes for Harrison, he 
being really the second choice of the delegation. 

«3.8. Clarkson was really the manager of the 
Allison canvass and the personal representative 
of Senator Allison. Before withdrawing Allison 
he decided that the movement for Harrison 
must be made absolutely sure. He conferred 
with the Massachusetts delegation, and had as- 
surances of 25 of their votes for Harrison. He 
conferred also with other Statcs, and received 
Similar assurances. 

“While these conferences were going on 
Senator Quay, who had heen absolutely con- 
fident throughout of Senator Sherman's nomina- 
tion, Was seen and asked if he would not go into 
the mevement for Harrison and swing Pennsyl- 
vania that way, but he answered that they 
ought to stand by Sherman for another baliot. 
Here there was a clever mancuvre. The vote 
of Pennsylvania was announced as 57 for Sher- 
juan and 3 for Harrison. Capt. Walters chal- 
lenged it, and the delegation was polled. ‘Chris’ 
Magee was anxious to get into the Harrison 
movement hefore Quay. So it was arranged 
that Henry W. Oliver, who was made delegate 
at large py Magec, should vote for Sherman, 
thus giving Quay the impression that Magee’s 
followers were going to vote for Sherman. 
Senator Quay’s men voted for Sherman, while 
Magee’s men, who came toward the end of the 
list, voted for Harrison, thus increasing his 
votes from Pennsylyania from three, us an- 
nounced, to erght. 

“Alter Clarkson had satisfied himself that 
there would be strength enough on the next bal- 
lot ty nominate Harrison without ta j),ne with- 
drew Allison. It was underatood that the vote 
of Lowa would be for Harrison, and this settled 
the nomination. The Pennsylvania delegation 
retired, and, the nomination being inevitable, 
Senator Quay advised his friends to fallin and 


j 


east the solid vote of the State for Harrison, 
The course of the Iilinois delegates caused aomo 
surprise. If they had gone to Sherman, where 
their sympathies naturally were, in the fight be- 
tween Harrison snd Sherman, it would have 
been a strong movement in the latter’s favor. 
Tho fact seems to be that Senators Farwoll and 
Oullom wanted to go to Sherman, but George 
i. Davis refused to join in the movement. This 
is ascribed to the tact that Davis's position 
in Chicago politics is, largely dependent upon 
the favor of the Chicage Jribune, which is bit- 
terly opposed to Sherman, so the delegation re- 
mained passive and impotent. . 
“J think it is only the truth to say that the 
nomination was thus made by the friends of 
‘uine, Still there were many other contribut- 
ing inflnences, and chief amongthem the power 
of the solid vote of the New-York delegation, 
but while New-York was able practically to 
shape the nomination, it would not have been 
Harrison if it had not been for the determination 
of the Blaine men that he showld be the man, 
and after the action of the California and Iowa 
delegations. The Alger men took no part, and 
the Gresham men did not want Harrison, of 
course. The unity of the New-York delegation 
is largely due to the honorable course and wis- 
dom of Mr. Depew and to the equally earnest 
desire of ex-Senator Miller, Senator Hiscock, 
and Mr. Platt that entire unity should be se- 
cured and to their practical sagacity in working 
itout. [t should be added thatsome of the 
conspicuous friendsjof Mr. Blaine have felt, 
“ever since the publication of his letters, that the 
nomination of Harrisen was the best that re- 
mauined,and among them Mr. Elkins has been 
working for weeks past with marked success. 
The Harrison canvass was conducted with great 
skill and discretion by John H. Michener, Attor- 
ney-General, and Col. W. W. Dudley and their 
associates.”

“T have been many years in Wall-street, 
but never before have I scen the financial 
centre of the country in sucha stupor. The men 
down here have become absolutely -spiritless. 
All courage has oozed out of them.” This is the

“Tt would only require a little bravery, a lit- 
tle show of pluck and confidence,” he went on, 
“to bring abuut a marked change in the situa- 
tion. Wali-street has been scared into abnormal 
conditions. Investors have been alarmed need- 
lessly, but so overwhelmingly that they were 
long ago panic-stricken, as they never should 
have besn, and’as they never would have been, 
had the Stock Exchnangs but been true to itself 
and assumed its higher responsibilities. Prices 
bave been hammered out of shape by profes- 
sional raiders. Quotations bave been lied down. 
Dangers have been heralded that didn't exist, 
and conditions have been advertised that were 
never wituin the range even of possibility.” 


“Tt looks now,” said the reviewer, continu- 
ing, “as if the time was about ripe for 
@ change. It certainly is if Wall-street 


itself has got any metal in its make- 
up. Courage begets courage; but brokers 
without spinal columas are a sore infliction. 
When the change comes that Wall-street is sigh- 
ing for so ardently it will be found that it came 
through Wall-street itself. The ‘public,’ whose 
absé6pce from the Stock Exchange is so much 
bewailed, will appear again only when Wall- 
street gets over its chronic tearfulness and tales 
of tribulation.

A DROP IN THE TEMPERATURE CAUSES 
GENERAL SATISFACTION, 

The cool wave. for which New-Yorkers 
have so fervently wished of late dropped down 
upon the city early yesterday morning and gave 
a new lease of life to every one. It swept gently 
through the crewded tenements and hushed to 
slumber the thousands of little orfes that had 
tossed and tumbled through so many hot and 
sleepless nights, and gave their wearied 
mothers a much-needed rest. People woke up 
all over the city thunderstruck at finding them- 
selves actually chilly, and wasted no time in 
resurrecting discarded coverlets. The swest, 
ozone-laden air gave everybody tremendous ap- 
petites, making breakfast a pleasure, and not 
the perfunctory duty it bas been lately. Even 


the biasé car horses felt the bracing effects of 
the atmosphere, and frisked their threadbare 
tails as gayly as blooded colts. 

Probably the most surprised man in town at 
the appearance of the cold wave was Weather 
Clerk Dunnof the Equitable Building. Although 
he has religiously prognosticated its coming for 
10 days back, he hadn’t the slightest idea that 
it would reaily come along, and the idea of his 
prophesies actually proving true for once nearly 
drove him wild with delight. Those bloated 
aristocrats, the soda-water and ice-cream men, 
noticed a material falling off in their princely 
incomes yesterday, ani perhaps failed to join 
quite as heartily in the cordial greeting to Old 
Boreas as did some ether people, but they cop- 
soled themselves with tke retlection that the 
Weather Bureau has decided that the cool 
weather will remain in town some time, making 
it extremely probable that the temperature will 
be torrid to-day. Not a single mosquito was to 
be seen yesterday, and Cal. Ochiltree, who 1s 
known to be anauthority on these winged bag- 
pipes, said they had gone back to Jersey after 
their light overcoats and weuld return soon. 
Everybody that was not absolutely bedridden 
tovk advantage of the blessed respite from a 
foretaste of the lower regions, and ali who could 
Went on trips to the adjacent pleasure resorts. 

The heavy, rains of the precediay day had 
thoroughly scoured leaves, grass, and streets, 
and the sun beamed brightly on tle fresh green 
tints of the trees and turf and on the clean 
white walks, as if congratulating Dame Nature 
on her admirable bit of bousecleaning.

LEFT BY THE LAST BOAT. 


HEAVY MARRIAGE FEE EXACTED OF 
AN IMPATIENT LOVER. 


George Reich, a stalwart, good-looking 
young man, recently succeeded his father in the 
business of raising, buying, and selling birds at 
98 Fourth-avenue, and the business has pros- 
pered. Young Mr. Reich had been engaged to 
marry pretty Ida Rorke of 57 Wyckoff-street, 
Brooklyn, for nearly two years, and the wedding 
was to have occurred in September.

AT UNION OOLLEGE. 


AN ORATION BY CHARLES J. NOYES AND 
DEGREES CONFERRED. 

Scuxenrecrapy, N. Y., June 27. — The 
ninety-first Commencement of “Old Union" 
was the most successful held in years.

ALASKA TRIBES AT WAR. 


MONOPOLY CAUSES A FIGHT AMONG 
THE INDIANS. 

SEATTLE, Washington Territory, June 27.— 
Tho steam schooner Leo arrived yesterday from 
Alaska. Among her passengers were 22 miners 
and prospectors, who report a fatal conflict be- 
teen two tribes of Alaska Indians, the Chilcats 
and Sitkas. The former hold a monopoly for 
freighting for miners from the coast to the 


-mines, and refuse to allow the other Indians to 


engage in the business, and sometimes interfere 
with white men who attempt to carry in their 
own baggage. “They charge exorbitant. prices, 


and make over $7 a day. Two weeks ago a large 
party of prospectors started up the Yukon with 
a tribe of Sitka Indians, under Chief George, as 
freichters. A combat resulted, in which the 
chief of the Chilcats was killed. The Indians 
demanded life for life, and chased the Sitkas 
into Haines,a white settlement. The whites 
protected the lifeof Chief George during the 
day, but at night be was murdered by the 
stealthy Chiloats. Fearing # massacre, the 
whites sent to the coast for help, which arrived 
just in time, in shape of a man-of-war. The 
prospeetors say the Chilcats are very insolent, 
and are being urged to more violence by the 
widow of the murdered chief. They also say

RICHMOND'S GRAND RACE 


HE WINS THE KNIOKERBOOCKER 
IN RECORD. TIME. 
ELKWOOD MAKES A SPLENDID } RUN 

AFTER BEING KNOCKED ALL OVER 

THE TRACK BY TRIBOULET. 

Another great crowd was at the Coney 
Island race track yesterday to witness what 
proved to be ‘a remarkably good day’s sport. 
Eolian opened the day’s racing by defeating 
the Western crack, Terra Cotta, as THE TimEs 
predicted he would do,ina mile dash, and in 
the remarkably fast time of 1:4014, which is 
witbin a quarter of a second of the race record 
and a half second of Ten Broeck’s famous record 
in atrial mile against time. Garrisoh won 4 
very good bit. of money over the race, and 
he richly deserved every cent of it, for 
he rode a magnificent race on his horse. 
Then in the Knickerbocker Handicap Rich- 
mond ran the mile and three-eighths in 2:214s, 
the record time, beating Triboulet, who made 
that record in San Francisco last April. very 
handily. Richmonc’s owner and trainer held 
very truly thatthe horse who beat him wouid 
have to beat the record. Noone beat him, and 
60 the record was sot lowered, but had Martin 
been able to forces Elkwood to the splendid burst 
of speed he showed a trifle earlier, the record 
would certainly have been lowered again. As 
it was, a swerve by Triboulet near the head of the 
stretch which stopped Belvidere completely and 
Eikwood partially, prevented what would prob- 
ably have been one of the best finishes ever seen 


on any traek, and might possibly have changed 
the order at the finish, for Elkwooa’s perform- 
ance was one that stamps him as a great racer, 
carrying 125 pounds as he did, and running 
Richmond to a neos in record time. 

The Richmond people were so confident of 


winning that they went into the ring and backed: 


their horse so heavily that he went to the post 
on almost even terms with Eurus, whom the 
publis had made the favorite, expecting him to 
repoat Tuesday’s performance in the mud over 
a dry track. Belvidere had a strong public fel- 
lowing, and Grover Cleveland was well backed 
both because of his recent fairly good running, 
and because Garrison was riding him. 

Richmond and Belvidere were the first to poke 
their way to the front, when Mr. Caldwell start- 
ed the horses for their race from the new Fu- 
turity chute. Grover Cleveland did not getaway 

articularly well, and got into his stride slow- 

y. 80 that he brought up the rear ef the proces- 

sion as it rushed by the grand stand. At that 
point Chureh had worked Le Logos to the 
frout, and a half length behind him 
was Eurus, with Gallus Dan and Elkwood to- 
greother a length away, fellowed by Triboulet, 
Richmond, and Belvidere, and Grover Cleve- 
land last by 20 lengths from the leader. There 
was no marked changein moving around the 
turn to the back stretch, except that Gallus 
Dan had already found the company too hot 
and had fallen to the rear, where he belonged, 
if anywhere. Through the back stretch Le 
Logos was stillthe leader by but a head from 
Eurus, however, the latter being followed three 
lengths away by Belvidere, Triboulet, and 
Richmond, who were separated by but halt 
lengths. Going around the turn the horses got 
well together, the rogues Eurus being in front by 
a slight advantage, and Grover Cleveland and 
Gallus Dan altogether out of the hunt. 

Eurus showed the way into the stretch for 
the hot run home a length in front of Le Logos, 
who had now been caught by Richmond, at 
whose heels were Belvidere, Elkweod, and 
Triboulet, all abreast, with the latter on the out- 
side. With a stroke of the whip ana a jab of 
the spurs Littlefield sent Richmond through to 
the front to be ready to beat off anything that 
might give chase. It would have been a great 


chase then had not Tribouiet under Morton’s’ 


whip swerved toward the inside rail and struck 
Elkwood so as to throw him out of his stride en- 
tirely. This swerve also served .to make a 
pocket which put a stop to Belvidere’s having 
anything te do with the finisn. Young 
Martin caught Elkwood very cleverly, however, 
aud set sail for the flying Richmond, who was 
showing his heels to all the rest of the field. It 
was a hard drive home then,fand Richmond only 
succeeded in crossing the lhne a neck before 
Elkwood, who had made astrong and magnifi- 
cent finish. Triboulet, who had made so0 much 
trouble, was third, two lengths away and a 
length infront of Eurus. Then followed Le 
Logos, Belvidere, Grover Cleveland, and Gallus 
Dan, Belvidere having been pulled up after his 
chance of winning had been spoiled by Tribonu- 
let's awerve. it was a great race and Richmond 
and Littlefield were roundly applauded when 
they returned to the stand to weigh in. 

The field in the opening event was reduced by 
the seratching of eight horses. Of these re- 
maining Terra Cotta was of course favorite. 
With McLaughlin in the saddle the taleut would 
give little or no heed to Eolian, and planked 
their money on Terra Cotta as thoughit were 
merely a matter of loaning it for a few moments 
and getting big interest upon it after the race. 
There was a strong tip out on Grimaldi to 
beat them both, and his owners were themselves 
confident eneugh to invest a goodly sum upon 
him. The race is easily desoribed. Fitzroy 
made the rnnninga length in front of Mona 
until well round the turn for home, Terra Cotta 
und Eolian having run in; close company 
all the way three or feur lengths 
behind. Entering the stretch Mona showed 
slichtly in front, but soon fell back, Kolian and 
Terra Cotta moving up and joming Fitzroy. 
When Eolhian went to the front McLaughlin on 
Terra Cotta and Palmer on Fitzroy went to the 
whip and the pair setting sail for Eolian drove 
Garrison to beginning one ef his effective tin- 
ishes. The result was not long in doubt, and 
Eolian won by a length, while Terra Cotta could 
noteven get the place, and was beaten halfa 
length by Fitzroy. Garrison’s first action on re- 
turning tothe stand to weigh in cuused those 
who noticed it to smile. Itmay have been in- 
advertence, impulse, or fear, but the ‘“‘Snapper” 
gavea quick glance upward at the telegraph 
board, as soonas he came within view of it as 
if tojsee whether the race had been givento him. 

The * good things” in the Two-year-old Selling 
Stakes all went wrong. Peril, P. Lorillard, Jr.’s, 
fleet tilly, was the strongest kind of a tip, and 
she was driven into hot favoritism from the 
start. Harrisburg had shown well enough in 
his previous races to warrant support trom the 
followers of form, and, mworeover, he was 
well liked by his own people. The owner of 
Corinth waited quietly and watchea the long 
odds against his filly until the last moment, 
and then went quickly round the ring and de- 
posited enough to yieid him a handseme return 
stveuld Corinth win, as the stable bad gcod 
reason to hope she would. Little Barefoot 
was backed fairly well atraight and atrongly 
for place. The race produced a gvod contest, 
a hot finish, and,agreat surprise. Itis not a 
part of Jockey Palmer’sa creed to make a waiting 
race at any time, and especially in a three- 
quarter dash. When the flagdropped he took 
Little Barefoot to the front, got a length's lead, 
which the filly held into the stretch, and when 
preased at the end by the others had just 
enoogh left to land the victory in a 
very close finish, so close that until Bare- 
fool’a aumber went up it was a matter 
of doubt in everybody’s mind as to 
where the victory belenged. Beck, who had 
run very wide all down the stretch, finished on 
the extreme outside, right under the judges, 
and seemed to many to have just nipped Little 
Barefoot, while Corinth had come with sucha 
rush at the finish that he could not have been 
more than a head behind the winner. The 
judges hung up the numbers of Corinth as sec- 
ond and Beck third, and there was little or no 
diasension from the placing, it being a case 
where none but the judges could decide, 

It was a question between Telie Doe, Bess, 
and Jos Cotton with the “talent” as regarded 
the Sporting Stakes, but there was no gainsay- 
ing the latter’s powers of speed at a mile, and 
he was made favorite, although his backers 
could get good odds against him at any time, 
and the figures did not indicate anything like a 
“plunge” on the part of the Dwyer Brothers. 
Telie Doe was next in demand to the favorite, 
Telie Doe and Bess being the only -strongty- 
backed horses, although Flageoletta’s claims 
were héld in due respect. The latter cut out the 
pace for half a mile, when sle went all to pieces, 
and before they had got well on to the turn 
dropped back to last place. On Tlageoletta’s 
retirement Telie Doe passed Bess, who had run 
second up to that time, and entering the stretch 
was half a leneth in front, Choctaw being 
second, lapped by Long Knight. Beyond that 
Long Knight passed Choctaw there was no 
change tothe finish. Garrison seemed to be 
undecided as to whatto do on Choctaw. He 
essayed to go through next the rail atthe head 
of the stretch, but was baiked in the attempt, 
and before he got in a position to suit him Long 
Knight, who ran a true race for once, had passed 
him. The race was Telico Doe’s all down the 
streteh, and she won easily by a Jength, Long 
Knight beatine Choctaw a length and a half for 
the place. Joe Cotton did not show muth of 
his wonted speed. The race, compared with the 
opening one, was not a good one considering the 
time and weights. 

Richmond’s owners had been sanguine of his 
ehances in the Knickerbocker, but they were 
more so regarding those of Bendigo in the mile 
and a furloug handicap, and planked down their 
money freely. Brown Duke, however, was a 
slight favorite over him, and he probably car- 
ried more public money than either of the oth- 
erg. Brait,with McLaughlin on his back, ranked 
equalin the odds and carried some big money. 
The Western contingent clung to Brother Ban 
and placed $heir money as well as their faith on 
tim. Brown Duke’s followers got two surprises 
in the race. At the go-off he seemed disin- 
clined to run, fell back to last, 
and ran in that position for a mile. 
Swinging into the home stretch, however, Will- 
jams took him to the outside, and with that 
grand burst of speed which has time and again 
avalied him in a finish, he cut down horse after 
horse and finally won by alength. Bend:go had 
led from the start until half way round the big 
turn, with Al Reed second and Valiant a good 
third. Nearing the three-quarter pole, however, 
the red and white jacket of Goodale on Brother 
Ben flashed through, and before they had fairly 
entered the stretch the Westerner’s head was in 
front, and he came down looking all over like 
the winner. It was wee 4 Brown Duke’s great 
rush that beat him, although Valiant came 
strong enough at the end to ba lapped on him at 

finish. Bendigo had succumbed in the final 
finished fifth. Brait had never

VICTURY FOR THE GOVERNMENT. 

A decision of considerable importance 
to importers was rendered yesterday by 
Judge Lacombe. Meyerheim & Co., im- 
porters, sued ex-Collector Robertson to recover 
duties which they claimed were exacted in ex- 


cess of the lawful rate in 1882. An ad valorem 
duty of 40 per cent. was assessed on a variety 
of linen thread lace, whereas the importers 
claimed that being madeof fiax thread they 
were assessable only at 30 per cent., because of 
a clause in the Tariff act which assesses that 
rate upon what is known as “thread laces.” 
Assistant United States District Attorney Mac- 
grave Coxe for the Government offered an elab- 
orate explanation, showing that this was aname 
given in 1846 to a hand-made thread lace and 
could not apply to the article in question. A 
decision was rendered for the importers on Tues- 
day, but Mr. Coxe immediately moved for a re- 
argument, which was granted, and upon a 
fuller argument held yesterday Judge Lacombe 
reversed his former decision and granted a ver- 
dict for the Government. 

Considerable money was involved and a num- 
ber of similar cases are pending. 


A THREATENED TIE-UP. 
Employes of the Atlafftic Avenue Rail- 
road Company, Brooklyn, who have been dis- 
charged on reports received from the detectives 
by President Richardson from time to time since 
the discovery of that systematic robbery on 
June 13, belong to Knights of Labor Assembly 


No. 75. Some of these men have been talking of 
the advisability of a tie-up on the road at once, 
but the majority are opposed to any such action 
and have decided to demand from the company 
their reason for the dismissal of each man. W. 
J. Richardson, the Secretary of the company, 
said yesterday that 15 men had been discharged 
and each man had received a written explana- 
tion of his dismissal from the company. If, in 
view of these facts, the Knights of Labor could 
afford to order a strike to satisfy meu who had 
bioken the law, the company could afford to 
suspend business until the strikers saw tt to re- 
turn to work.

THE LEGAL DRAMA CLOSED. 


THE TESTIMONY ALL IN IN THE MARGA- 
RET MATHER SUIT. 


The suit of Margaret Mather against 
Manager J. M. Hillin the Supreme Court, Spe- 
cial Term, was conoluded yesterday so far as 
taking evidence is concerned. The interesting 
legal drama drew its largest audience yester- 
day, and several new actors made their ap- 
One was Mrs. Gen. Dodge, who 
was called by Mr. Hill’s counsel, and she testi- 
tied that Miss Mather told her in the Summer of 
1885 that she had lost money in the Columbia 
Theatre, Chicago, .but did not blame Mr. Hill 
forit. This was considered valuable evidence 


by the defense, as Miss Mather aileges that 
Mr. Hill bought the Columbia Theatre stoek 
without her knowledge, and made her stand the 
oe when the stock turned ont almost worth- 
688. 

The day’s proceedings were begun with the 
cross-examination of Mr. Hill by ex-Judge Dit- 
tenhoefter, and the manager came out of the 
ordeal not only with his testimony unshaken, 
but with several additional points to his credit. 
He said that he never had any trouble with his 
star until after her marriage. He was not aware 
of the latter event until two weeks after its 
occurrence. He thought this rather strange 
after his long and amicable relations with Miss 
Matner.

CONCERNING THE UNDERGROUND RAIL- 


WAY COMPANY. 


Corporation Counsel Beekman filed yes- 
terday in the office of the Clerk of the Superior 


Court the return of Commissioner Newton to 


the alternative writ of mandamus obtained by 


the New-York Underground Railway Company 


requiring the granting of a permit to open the 


stroets where the company proposes to build its 


road. Theroturn contains 17 or 18 distinct 


matters of defense, and to it three mapa are at- 
tached, consisting of tracings of the parts of the 
road which It is proposed to run under the City 
Hall Park andi Union and Madison squares, 
These waps are tracings from the originals filed 
by the company in the Register’s office in 1872, 
and they show that the company intends to oc- 
cupy for its © Hall station nearly all the 
space between the front steps of the City Hall 
and Mail-street, Broadway, and Park-row, and 
to take a 100-foot slice through Union-square, 
between the statue of Washington on the south 
eer and Elighteenth-street on the 
nor . 

If it is true, as alleged, that when the 
summons in tne action of 1876in the Su- 
preme Court was served it was accom- 
panied by a notice that no demand would be 
made on the city, and that no copy of the judz- 
ment in thataction or any written notive ef 
entry and filing was served on the city, then 
the city can still appeal from the judgment. The 
return also claims that the company has never 
been legally incorporated, and has no powers to 
apply for rights of street epening, denies that it 
intends to construct and operate the proposed 
railway, and alleges that it has failed to 
comply with the provisions of the charter 
in regard to beginning the work. It is 
held that the construction of the proposed lines 
through the City Hall Park, and Union and 
Madison squares, has never been assented to by 
the Common Council nor authorized by the De- 
partment of Public Parks, and that the city 
never received notice of the filing of the maps, 
avd there has never been any legal location of 
any part of the route of the proposed road. 
Chapter 113 ot the Laws of 1880, under which 
in part the company claims to be organized, de- 
elared to be unconstitutional. 

The return concluaes by demanding that the 
company be required to join issue with the facts 
alleged in it, and that the issues be then tried as 
provided by law. A hearing will take place this 
morning before Judge O'Gorman.

A QUESTION OF OWNERSHIP. 
Chief-Justice Larremore’s part of the 
-Ceurt of Common Pleas yesterday was occupied 
with the trial of the apptication of Charles 


Kruse for a license to'sell liquor at the Spingler

Kruse’s application was refused by the Board of 
Excise upon several grounds, the chief of which

Kruse claimed that all he really wanted the 
pyre House for was to exhibit a cash register, 
the patent right for which he owned. It trans- 
Pired that Hillen had let Kruse have $30,000 
with which to fit up the Spingler House. Kruse 
gave him his note therefor, but Messrs, Charles 
W. Daytop and George Colby,the counsel for the 
Excise Board, claimed that the notes were 
merely “2 blind.” It also turned out that the 
owner of the Spingler House had leased it to 
Hillen, and that Hillen claimed to have sublet 
it to Kruse for five years, with the privilege of 
five years more, the rent not to be paid until 
after the granting of a license to sell liquor. 
Chief-Justice Larremore charged the jury at 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, and as there was 
no chance of them agreeing at 6 o’clock he or- 


dered them to bring in a sealed verdict in the 
morning.
